“Now,” he added, “the fighting 
is fiercer and although there have 
been no bombings of the city late- 
ly, they might recur—so we gave 
instructions to evacuate al] chil- 
dren and women not oceupied in 
industry.” 


Nazi Gains Admitted. 


The Russians acknowledged that 
the Germans, said to have superi- 
ority in numbers despite Russian 
reinforcements, had made new 
gains in the Vyazma sector west 
of .Moscow and north of Orel in 
the sector south of the capital. 
“In the Vyagma region (125 
miles west of Moscow), the enemy 
succeeded in pressing back our 
troops,” today’s early morning 
communique said. 

“Retreating to new positions 
our troops ‘continued to put .up 
stubborn resistance, destroying 
enemy manpower and arma- 
ments.” 

In this engagement the Ger- 
mans lost not less than 9000 men 
killed and wounded.” 

The communique added that 72 
German tanks, 222 trucks with 
troops and ammunition, 41 guns 
of various calibers and many 
machine guns were destroyed yes- 
terday. 

Earlier reports told of another 
German advance in the Orel- 
Bryansk area, 200 miles south and 
southwest of Moscow. 

On the Southwestern front, 
above the sea of Azov, the com- 
munique said that “as a result of 
incessant attacks the enemy 
wedged into our defense in one 
of these sectors.” 

“Stubborn fighting continued all 
day long,” it added, “Intense 
fighting goes on, The ehemy is 
sustaining heavy losses.” 


Government Not Moving. 


Lozovseky categorically denied 
foreign reports that the Govern- 
ment was considering an armis- 
tice—or even was thinking of 
leaving Moscow.

RED’S CENTER GIVING 
WAY, NAZIS ASSERT 


BERLIN, Oct. 11 (AP). — De- 
struction of two trapped Russian 
armies north of the Sea of Azov 
was claimed tonight by the high 
command which declared 64,325 
prisoners were captured in a Ger- 
man-Rumanian sweep toward the 
oi] pipeline port of Rostov. 

The entire Russian battlefront 
waa reported moving eastward, 
and military spokesmen said Nazi 
assault forces were pouring 
through the crumbling Soviet cen- 
ter to menace Moscow in one of 
the bloodiest battles of the war. 

In a special communique the 
high command announced “the bat- 
tle of the Sea of Azov is conclud- 
ed,” asserting German and Ru- 
manian infantry and German 
mechanized forces had “destroyed 
the mass of the Ninth and Hight- 
eenth Soviet armies.” 

The prisoners increased to 106,- 
365 the number reported captured 
since Sept. 26 in Field Marshal 
Gen. Karl Rudolf Gerd von Run- 
stedt’s drive eastward from the 
Lower Dnieper toward the indus- 
trially important Donets Valley. 

The communique listed 126 Rus- 
sian tanks, 519 pieces of artillery 
and vast quantities of other war 
material ag additional booty. It 
said a total of 212 tanks and 672 
guns had been destroyed or seized 
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)yon Budyonny’s southern flank 
army had been shattered beyond 
possibility of reorganization, the 
news agency DNB said: 

“Thus the Soviets face complete 
loss of the Donets basin soon, and 
with it loss of hope of replacing 
even partly their lost war ma- 
terials.” 

Gain in Center Reported. 

On the central front, too, the bat- 
tle still was one of encirclement 
with German lines reported tight- 
ening steadily against desperate 
Russian attempts to fight free. 
Nazi forces which broke the Red 
Army front were said to be driving 
forward over shell-torn fields on 
which lay hundreds of thousands 
of Soviet dead. 

Military spokesmen were reticent 

on the huge-scale operations along 
the central front curving from the 
Vyazma region, 125 miles west of 
Moscow, to Orel, 220 miles south 
of Moscow. The spokesmen de- 
clined to say whether actual en- 
circlement of the Soviet capital 
was the German objective, but 
signs of such a maneuver appeared 
in reports of Nazi thrusts from 
Valdai Heights toward Rzhev, on 
the Upper Volga, 135 miles north- 
west of Moscow, and northeast 
from Orel to Tula, 105 miles south 
of the capital. 
Battlefront dispatches said the 
Russians were suffering their 
heaviest losses near SBryansk, 
where trapped divisions were 
mowed down trying to escape 
through German lines by night. 

Such large Nazi forces were said 
to have flooded through breaks 
in the Vyazma-Bryansk-Orel line 
that three separate rings of Nazi 
guns were thrown around some of 
the trapped Russians. The Ger- 
mans said the second and third 
rings had stopped Red Army 
forces, which in some places pene- 
trated the first lines. 

Planes Bomb Rail Lines. 

Nazi planes, striking from the 

Arctic to the Black Sea, reported 
simultaneous bombardments of 
Leningrad, Moscow and Odessa 
and continued pounding of rail 
lines. 
The German air headquarters 
said its bombers derailed 13 Rus- 
sian trains and set five stations 
afire in the Bryansk region and 
credited its fighters with shooting 
down 18 Russian planes in air 
battles yesterday and destroying 
34 on the ground, Anti-aircraft 
guns were said to have downed 
three other Russian planes. 

Russian ships at Odessa and 
Leningrad were bombed and «a 
Soviet transport wes sunk and two 
other ships damaged in air at- 
tacks on Lake Ladoga, the Nazis 
reported.

“In these four and a half cen- 
turies, the Western Hemisphere 
has received and enjoyed the gifts 
of old world culture, religion, sci- 
ence and philosophy and has 
evolved and nurtured a precious 
contribution of ite own, new mar- 
velg of science, lasting creations 
of literature and art, political 
forms of benefit to all the world. 

“Based on the premise that all 
of the children of men are equal 
in their natural right to the pur- 
suit of happiness, the governments 
of the Western Hemisphere repub- 
lics, now in their second century 
of ~ existence, have advanced 
through periods of stress to a 


|present-day solidarity and unity 


of purpose never before known on 
the American continents on 40 
wide a scale and with such unan- 
imity of consent. These American 
nations are firmly resolved to pre- 
serve and defend the principles 
and .the institutions of representa- 
tive government, liberty of con- 
science and social responsibility. 
Future Unforeseeh. 

“Columbus acted according to 
the ideal of science. On the basis 
of assembled data, he arrived at 
a hypothesis; and he bent every 
effort to test his theory by actual 
experiment, The sighting of dim 
outlines of land in the distance, on 
the morning of that epochal 
twelfth of October, proved beyond 
contradiction his doctrine that dry 
land lay beyond the ocean; and he 
thereby opened new avenues of hu- 
man history. 

“Neither Columbus nor any oth- 


} er man. of ecience nor any states- 


man or colonizer could foresee the 
progress destined to be made by 
the lands discovered in the West. 
Nor can we of the present day 
age what further advances will 

be achieved in the coming years 
toward the goal of a warld perma- 
nently at peace, permanently pros- 
perous, permanently free.

Missouri Bar Association at Hotel 
Jefferson last night, spoke of new 
conditions threatening the stand- 
ards of legal education. 

“As a result of the operation of 
the Selective Service Act,” he said, 
“attendance at the better law 
schools has fallen off. Already the 
proportion of those coming to the 
bar from marginal schools, whose 
student bodies are less affected 
by the act, is increasing. 

“Soon pressure will be applied 
to allow sub-standard schools to 
operate with less restriction. This 
problem should engage the 
thoughtful attention of every law- 
yer who appreciates the import- 
ance of raising or maintaining the 
presennt standards of legal edu- 
cation. The best of the seed corn 
should not be ground.” 

Armstrong praised his immedi- 
ate predecessor, Jacob M. Lashly 
of St. Louis, for his selection and 
support of two important com- 
mittees of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation, dealing with national de- 
fense problems. One was the Com- 
mittee for National Defense, pro- 
viding legal aid to service men 
and their families; the other a 
committee to aid in formulating 
defense legislation. The latter 
committee, meeting in Washington 
with the Attorney General, the 
speaker said, considered “three 
extremely troublesome pieces of 
legislation—a bill for confinement 
of deportable aliens; a bill to auth- 
orize wire-tapping in cases of sabo- 
tage; and a bill providing for in- 
determinate sentences.” The com- 
mittee agreed unanimously on both 
the substance and the form of the 
measures. 

The speaker praised Guy A. 
Thompson of St. Louis, president 
of the American Bar Association 
in 1932. Thompson’s speech at 
the dedication of the Supreme 


Court building, he declared, “be- 


longs among the loftiest flights of 
American eloquence.” Armstrong 
said the decision of the Missouri 
Supreme Court last February, up- 
holding the right of Forrest C. 
Donnell to the office of Governor, 
was “in the finest tradition of the 
independence of the judiciary.” 

Adoption of the Missouri consti- 
tutional amendment for non-par- 
tisan selection of Judges was also 
commended as “a famous victory,” 
with the wish that no one might 
ever ask: “What good came of 
it at last?” 

The new president discussed the 
subject of revision of the Federal 
judicial code, without making spe- 
cific recommendations. 

“The influence of the lawyer was 
never more needed than now,” he 
said. “True, we have other mould- 
ers of public opinion. We have 
the best and freest press in the 
world, greatly strengthened by the 
advent of the independent column- 
ist. But the lawyer is an empiri- 
cist. He knows from long experi- 
ence what makes the wheels go 
‘round. 


“Legislators are more sensitive 
than ever before to public opinion. 
Public opinion can be mobilized 
over night by radio voices, maga- 
zines with continental circulations, 
and syndicated columns, The best 
restraint upon action will be the 
philosophy of the people them- 
selves. To contribute to the build- 
ing, in the minds of the people, 
of a sound, constructive philosophy 
is in part, at least, the task of the 
independent bar.”

Afraid of Submarines. 


Nor is the Japanese navy un- 
mindful of the Soviet submarines 
based at Vliadivostock. Although 
Japan has been building as large 
a navy as possible, it has too few 
ships to take unnecessary chances 
with Russian submarines when 
the navy may have to cope with 
American, British and Dutch 
naval vessels in an attempt to 
achieve the “New Order” in East 
Asia. 

Domei, the Japanese official 
news agency, published a curious 
article on Wednesday. It urged 
the Axis to terminate the war 
with Russia so as to conserve 
German resources, equipment and 
Manpower for an all-out assault 
on Britain. The article betrayed 
Japan’s apprehensions of a pro- 
longed war during which the pre- 
ponderance of raw materials 
would remain in the possession of 
Britain and the United States. 


Japan is feeling acutely the 
shortages of essential war materi- 
als arising out of the economic 
reprisals takén by the United 
States, Britain and The Nether- 
lands at the end of July. Japan, 
of course, had stocked oil and oth- 
er war materials as heavily as 
possible in anticipation of such re- 
prisals. It can go on with the 
present stocks for some time, but 
not for years. That is why it is 
blustering so loudly in the direc- 
tion of the Dutch Indies, which 
has been selling oil to Russia 
while denying it to Japan and why 
Dr. Dietrich’s assurances that Rus- 
sia has been knocked out are ex- 
pected by Germany to sound so 
pleasant to Japanese ears. 

Now that Japan has ceased to 
proffer the olive branch and has 
resumed tough talk about “elimi- 
nating challenging third powers” 
from the Orient, there would be no 
harm in the State Department re- 
vealing exactly what contributions 
Japan indicated a willingness to 
make to help bring about peace in 
the Pacific. So far as can be 
learned, the Japanese offered no 
tangible concessions beyond inti- 
mation that if rewarded liberally 
they would not brandish pistols 
wildly. They certainly expected 
the United States to make tremen- 
dous concessions when they asked 
it to betray the Chinese and rec- 
ognize the legality of Japanese 
plundering exploits of the last 10 
years. 


Like an Invitation. 


The surest invitation to bolder 
Japanese aggression against the 
United States would be the stop- 
ping of Chinese resistance to Jap- 
anese aggression and the putting 
at Japan’s mercy of the resources 
of Malaya, Thai and the Dutch 
Indies. Yet that is what the Jap- 
anese program of crushing China 
and giving Japan a free hand in 
East Asia would involve. 

The Japanese did not credit the 
United States and Britain with 
much intelligence in assuming 
they would be parties to such 
shortsighted and disloyal policies.

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NAZIS STILL FAR 
FROM RUSSIAN OIL 
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05 AGENCIES CARRY OUT VAST 
REARMAMENT AND AID EFFORT

IME alone, and not much of it 
Te that, will tell whether the 

German claim of liquidation of 
Russia as a factor in 1942 war 
plans has any real substance be- 
hind it or is largely a propaganda 
device. 


That Russian defenses are wa- 
vering under massive Nazi blows 
from the Upper Volga to the wa- 
ters of the Sea of Azov cannot be 
doubted. It is highly significant, 
however, that Berlin’s victory 
claims contain no hint that Soviet 
capitulation is to be expected, 
even if Moscow falls and the Do- 
nets Basin is overrun before the 
Rugsian winter more or less im- 
mobilizes most of the eastern 
front. 


Unquestionably there is a gen- 
eral line across European Russia 
from north to south which the 
German high command has set as 
its pre-winter goal. Moscow to 
to Rostov via the Don Valley could 
be that objective although the 
Volga from northwest of Moscow 
to the Caspian Sea would afford a 
better insurance against Russian 
recovery to fight again aggressive- 
ly next year. 


Despite insistent German claims 
that Soviet armies all along a 310- 
mile line in the center and also 
far southward below the Dnieper 
bend have been or are being “an- 
nihilated,” it is admitted that 
much bloody fighting remains to 
be done. That, coupled with the 
long distances still to go and 
the increasing communications 
strain for Nazi armies with winter 
near, makes it possible that Adolf 
Hitler would be content for now 
with a winter-frozen eastern front 
short either of the Volga or the 
Moscow-Rostov . line. 


With Moscow under close Ger- 
man siege, Russian communica- 
tions would be crippled almost as 
effectively as if the city were cap- 
tured, Moscow itself well might 
not be deemed worth the cost of 
attempting to take it. Under close 
siege its function as the hub and 
nerve center of Russian defenses 
would be lost in any case. 


That does not hold true as to the 
south end of the great German of- 
fensive, however.

All of these agencies for all prac- 
tical purposes are directly under 
the executive office of the Presi- 
dent. About half of them are 
technically under the Office of 
Emergency Management, another 
White House adjunct, but this 
agency serves merely as a liaison 
or co-ordinator between the Presi- 
dent and a dozen emergency de- 
fense agencies. 


For Detail Work. 


With Wayne Coy, a young Indi- 
anan, in charge, OEM funnels in- 
formation back and forth to save 
the President a lot of detail work.

SOMEWHERE IN EUROPE 
(By Clipper). 
ARSEILLE, the city of 
Southern France that a year 
ago was a center of pro-Brit- 
ish sympathizers, has been sub- 
dued. 


In October, 1940, Marseille was 
the haven for 300,000 political 
refugees from all over Europe. De 
Gaullist, anti-Vichy sentiments 
were heard on every lip. Today 
the refugees have scattered and 
the few residents one encounters 
with pro-British feelings express 
them guafrdedly. 


Behind ‘this change of political 
climate are the repressive meas- 
ures inflicted on Marseille by a 
government that came to regard 
the city’s attitude with disfavor. 
Red-tape regulations have been 
imposed on its industries; prices 
have been fixed so low as to elim- 
inate all incentive to produce; and 
a plague of petty officials has 
been sent from Vichy to enforce 
the decrees. 


In addition, shipping between 
France and North Africa has been 
cut in half to the loss of the Mar- 
seille waterfront.

British Field Marshal Says That Marshal.

1. To split the armies of Mar- 
shal Timoshenko and Marshal 
Budyonny. This would break the 
firm line of the Russian front, cut 
off Moscow from oil supplies to the 
south and force Marshal Budyonny 
to retreat. If he retreats to the 
northeast, he must expose the 
Caucusus oil field and the indus- 
trial area of the Don and Donetz 
basin to German attack. If he re- 
treats to the southeast, he must 
sever connections with the armies 
of the north and risk being cut off. 

2. To capture Moscow. This ob- 
jective is more political than mili- 
tary. The capture of Moscow 
would be a terrific blow to the 
Russians and would have a corre- 
sponding effect on German morale. 
But if Marshal Timoshenko’s ar- 
mies maintain unity and are not 
cut up in defense of the capital, 
the loss of Moscow will not be 
fatal to Russiangsuccess. 

3. Occupation cf the Don basin. 
Here is the heart of European 
Russia and the real objective of 
all German attacks. Occupation 
of this industrial area, which also 
would cut off the Caucasus from 
the north, would have a paralyzing 
effect on Russian war industry, 
and the armies in the field would 
be forced to rely on lesser and 
more remote supply bases in the 
Ural Mountains or wait for rein- 
forcements from Asiatic Russia, 


Usual Nazi Method. 


To achieve these objectives Hit- 
ler has launched the full power 
of his main attack at Marshal 
Timoshenko’s army, using the’ 
method generally followed in Ger- 
man strategy—rapid advance on 
both flanks against the weak 
spots or points where this army 
connects with the commands to 
the north and south. The t 
flanking armies meanwhile are 
kept ‘busy dealing with strokes di- 
rected at their own outer flanks 
at Leningrad and Rostov.

Dr. Arnulfo Arias, on Way 
Back From Cuba, Pos- 
sible Victim of One of 
His Own Laws. 


PANAMA, Panama, Oct, 11 
(AP).—Dr. Arnulfo -Arias, ousted 


jas president of Panama in a 


bloodless coup Tuesday while he 


was in Cuba, sailed towafd home 
tonight facing possible arrest or 
exile under one of his own laws. 

Most informed sources predicted 
his arrest, and some said he could 
be sent forever from the country 
under the law he had sponsored 
permitting exile of citizens of 
Panama. 

Meanwhile, as the danger of 
armed opposition to the new Pan- 
ama government dwindled, au- 
thorities began the release of 
more than 50 persons arrested 
during the coup. Among these 
were members of the staff of Dr. 
Arias’ newspaper, La Tribuna. 

Dr. Arias sailed aboard the 
steamship Cefalu of the Standard 
Fruit Steamship Line of New 
Orleans. 

No Request to Deviate, 

In Havana, the operators of the 
ship said it would go direct to Cris- 
tobal in the Canal Zone, No re- 
quest to deviate has been made, it 
was added. . 

Presumably, however, Dr. Arias 
might stay in the Canal Zone or fly 
from there toy Costa Rica, Pan- 
ama’s western neighbor, if pressed 
to do so by the new Panamanian 
government. ' 

The newspaper Diario de Costa 
Rica of San Jose last night quoted 
Dr. Arias as saying he was consid- 
ering going to Costa Rica after 
having been refused permission to 
return to Panama. 

The Treasurer of Panama City, 
Alcibiades Arosemena, who was in 
Cuba buying cattle during Thurs- 
day’s coup, accompanied Dr. Arias 
on his departure from Havana. 

Panama’s new President, Ricardo 
Adolfo de la Guardia, said “for- 
mally we have had no communica- 
tion regarding Dr. Arias’ return, 
and therefore I am unable to com- 
ment officially.” 

A source close to the new Gov- 
ernment head said, however: “I 
cannot see how he can be allowed 
to come back now.” 

De la Guardia disclosed that he 
had summoned a cabinet meeting 
for Monday morning to study the 
question of arming Panamanian 
vessels used in the war zone, 

One of the last acts of the Arias 
rule was to announce it would re- 
voke the Panama registry of ships 
which were armed. With the 
United States moving to arm ships 
entering the war zones and with 
many United States-owned ships 
registered under Panama's flag, 
the issue had assumed internation- 
al significance.

Now, it merely allocates to 
civilian industries any materials 
left over after defense needs are 
filled. 


Executes SPAB Orders. 


The Nelson-directed priorities 
division carries out SPAB’s orders 
regarding allocation of materials 
to defense requirements, while the 
materials division, headed by W. 
L. Batt, now on the Russian aid 
mission to Moscow, determines 
where needed materials may be 
obtained, or whether new plants or 
increased imports are necessary. 

Floyd B. Odlum heads the new 
contract distribution division, dele- 
gated to spread big orders among 
smaller producers to speed up the 
production program and spread 
employment.

Army Men Say Perform- 
ance Assures Any ‘En- 
emy Bombers of a Hot 


Reception. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 11 (AP). — 
High above the largest city in the 
country today ¥0 planes, some “de- 
fenders,” some “attackers,” fought 
it out in 4n unexpected dogfight. 
When it was over army men said 
any “enemy” would get a hot re- 
ception attempting to bomb this 
city of nearly 8,000,000. 

It was mock air warfare—but 
skillful, they said. At noon pow- 
erfully motored combat ‘planes 
pulled out. of .- Mitchel Field on 
Long Island and massed 2000 feet 
above Manhattan. There they 
waited for more planes “loafing 
down” from the air base at Wind- 
sor Locks, Conn. 

As they met, one group climbed 
to 7000 feet, circled and dropped 
earthward one by one at approxi- 
mately 35@@miles an hour to at- 
tack the other group which served 
as an unsuspecting “enemy.” 

Then the planes flew to Phila- 
delphia and later to Bridgeport to 
put on further shows. 

Only one untoward incident was 
reported. One of the pursuits par- 
ticipating in the mass maneuvers 
averted a crackup by a “belly 
landing” at Mitchel Field after the 
landing gear jammed. 

The pilot, Second Lieut. R. E. 
Turner of the 58th Pursuit Squad- 
ron, circled the field for 45 min- 
utes before signaling he would 
come in “flat.” He was unhurt 
and there was only slight damage 
to his ship. 

The 90 planes which put on the 
dogfight were part of 300 aircraft 
which will take -part in air de- 
fense maneuvers for the next five 
days along the Eastern seaboard. 
The first phases have been a test 
of observer and communication 
systems; next week come demon- 
strations of actual defense opera- 
tions, with enemy bombing mis- 
sions and interceptions, along with 
ground defense co-ordinations, day 
and night. 

“These maneuvers launch a per- 
manent plan of air defense that 
may be as important in the life 
of the country as police or fire 
protection,” said Maj.

TORPEDO PLANES} 


U.S. EXPORTS $4, 189,000,000 
IN SECOND YEAR OF WAR 


WA GTON, Oct. 11 (AP).— 
The increasing flow of planes and 
munitions to Great Britain helped 
send United States exports to 455 
million dollars in August, the Com- 
merce Department reported today, 
and boosted total shipments 
abroad during the second full year 
of the war to $4,189,000,000. 

Imports into this country rose as 
a result of heavy receipts of stra- 
tegic materials, making the total 
for the month $283,000,000. 

During the second year of fight- 
ing, the United States shipped 
$492,000,000 worth of aircraft, 
double the exports of the previous 
year.. Munitions shipments, includ- 
ing firearms and explosives, in- 
creased from $62,000,000 to $173,- 
000,000. ! 

In the 12 months preceding the 
war this country exported only 
$90,000,000 worth of aircraft and 
$10,000,000 worth of munitions.

The United States does not 
recognize the current Nazi-dom- 
inated regime in Norway and 
hence would not entertain any pro- 
test it might make through a third 
party. : 

Another complicating factor 
from the standpoint of internation- 
al relations is the fact that the 
Copenhagen Government refused 
to recognize and declared invalid 
the agreement of last April 9 be- 
tween the Danish Minister and the 
United States providing for 
American .protection of the great 
island and for establishment there 
of American defense bases. 

Germany has evinced keen inter- 
est repeatedly in Greenland, be- 
cause of its strategic location near 
the North Atlantic ship lanes be- 
tween the United States and the 
British Isles and its importance 
in forecasting weather in Europe. 

The State Department has re- 
ported that a German bomber 
flew over the island on March 27 
and another reconnoitered the folk 
lowing day. 

Three ships from occupied Nor- 
way, some 1680 mile’ to the east, 
arrived off the Greenland coast in 
the summer of 1940, and at least 
one, the department said, landed 
parties “nominally for scientific 
purposes, but actually for meteor- 
ological assistance to German bel- 
ligerent occupations in the North 
Atlantic.” 

“These parties were eventually 
cleared out,” it was said without 
further explanation. 

The navy has had much of 
Greenland under close aerial and 
sea observation since last April. 

Food, fuel and other stores for 
patrolling aircraft and surface 
ships have been built up, but there 
has been no disclosure of fortifi- 
cations at any point. 

The coast is pierced by many 
fjords, and harbors 
abound. The east coast is sub 
ject to pack ice which makes navi- 
gation hazardous, so that most of 
the island’s activity is confined to 
the southwest coast.

A RESTRICTS 
INSTALLMENT BUYING 


Drastic Rules Seek to Check 
Inflation, Divert Funds’ 
to War Effort. 


OTTAWA, Oct, 11 (AP)—The 
Canadian Government ordered 
drastic restrictions on installment 
buying and borrowing today to 
divert more production and a 
bigger share of the national in- 
come to the war effort. 

The restrictions, effective next 
Tuesday, apply not only to retail 
sales, but also to lending institu- 
tions, 

The major regulations include: 

1. The down payment on any 
goods affected by the order—other 
than private automobiles—must be 
at least one-third of the total cash 
price and never less than $10. The 
balance must be pala within 12 
months and monthly payments 
must not be less than §5. 

2. The minimum down payment 
on automobiles must be 50 per 
cent of the cash price. The bal- 
ance must be paid within 12 
months on cars costing less than 
$500 and wthin 18 months on cars 
costing more than $500. The down 
payment ineach case includes the 
value of any “trade-in.” 

3. Affected articles bought on a 
charge account become subject to 
the terms of installment sales if 
not paid for within 10 days of the 
due date.

Air Associates, Inc., Re- 
jects Mediation Board 
Plan for Settlement of 
CIO Strike. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 (AP).— 
The possibility of Government 
seizure of another strike-involved 
plant arose today. 

The defense mediation board 
announced that the management 
of Air Associates, Inc., at Bendix, 
N. J., had refused to accept the 
board’s* recommendations for end- 
ing a strike by CIO-United Auto- 
mobile Workers, 

On Thursday, a board official 
had asserted that if the company 
rejected the recommendations the 
Government might take over the 
plant, which makes aircraft ma- 
terial and parts. In two other 
cases—that of the North Amer- 
ican Aviation at Inglewood, Cal., 
and the Federal Shipbuilding Co. 
at Kearney, N. J.—the Govern- 
ment has taken over operation of 
plants. North American—where 
the union had ignored board 
recommendations — was returned 
to the management after the 
strike was broken, 

Board’s Recommendations. 

Board officials said they ex- 
pected no further Government ac- 
tion in the Bendix case before 
Monday. 

The board had recommended 
termination of the walkout, rein- 
statement of workers without dis- 
crimination and the continuation 
of negotiations. F. Leroy Hill, 
company president, telegraphed 
the board that the strike was not 
effective, production had not been 
interrupted and that the com- 
pany would return all strikers to 
their former job “as rapidly as 
jobs become available.” At Ben- 
dix, union leaders said about 70 
strikers attempted to go back to 
work but were told by company 
officials that only 20. positions 
were open. 

The strike started as a protest 
against what the union said was 
discharge of several of its mem- 
bers for union activity. 

Cyanamid Co. Strike Ends. 

The 12-day strike at the Calco 
chemical division of the American 
Cyanamid Co. at Bound SBrook, 
N. J., ended tonight with an agree- 
ment providing an immediate re- 
turn to work pending a decision 
by the National Defense Media- 
tion Board on the strike issues. 

Five hundred employes of the 
Chemical Workers’ Union Local 
22,051, responding to pleas by 
President William Green of the 
AFL and the National Defense 
Mediation Board, affirmed an 
agreement reached previously by 
union officials and the company 
to return to work. 

R. M. Taylor, superintendent of 
manufacture at the plant which 
makes chemicals used in , proces- 
sing rubber, said “the closed shop 
is still the principal point in this 
dispute.” Under the agreement 
the union’s demand for a closed 
shop and a 10-cent-an-hour wage 
increase over an undisclosed scale, 
was left unsettled. 

Operations in three units of 
the Carnegie-Illinois Steel Co. 
were curtailed today by labor dis- 
putes. The tin mill and some de- 
partments of the sheet mill in 
Gary, Ind. together employing 
9000 workers on all shifts—were 
closed following a walkout of 
members of the CIO Steel Work- 
ers Organizing Committee, and 
six of the 11 blast furnaces in the 
steel’ plant in South Chicago were 
shut down after a number ef key 
men failed to report for duty. 

The trouble began at the tin 
mill. Three hundred CIO women 
workers in the assorting room 
left their jobs when five women 
who were not members of the 
union eluded pickets and reported 
for work. CIO stewards then 
called members off their jobs. The 
pickets had been posted to collect 
dues and support a movement for 
a closed shop. .

AT ISSUE IN HOUSING ROW 


OPM Rejection of Low Bid on Pre-Fabricated 
Units Apparently Based on ‘Stabiliza- 
tion’ Pact With AFL.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.-—-When 
Sidney Hillman, labor’s represen- 
tative in the defense program re- 
turns from the West Coast next 
week he will face a Senate com- 
mittee determined to find out why 
he apparently guaranteed the 
American Federation of Labor 
building trades a monopoly of de- 
fense housing construction, 


Several hundred million dollars 
of added cost and the question of 
whether efficient, inexpensive pre- 
fabricated housing may be used in 
the defense emergency are at issue. 


Bound up with these issues is 
the labor split in the defense or- 
ganization, entering into al t 
every major. decision that is 
reached. On the one side is Hill- 
man, charged with the task of 
placating all labor factions in a 
time of crisis, and on the other 
side is his implacable foe, John L. 
Lewis. 

Chairman Harry 8S. Truman of 
the Senate defense investigating 
committee is indignant over the 
disclosure that the low bid of a 
Detroit firm was rejected by the 
Office of Production Management, 
at Hillman’s direction, because the 
firm employed CIO United Con- 
struction Workers to manufacture 
the housing units, Truman says 
he is determined to get at the 
reason for such a decision when 
the bid of the Detroit firm is said 
to have been $1000 a house lower 
on the 300 houses called for in the 
project. _ 

Apparent Motive. 

Apparently the underlying rea- 
son was Hillman’s need to win 
support from important AFL 
sources—the building trades. Out 
of this necessity grew the OPM 
stabilization agreement, entered 
into with the building trades last 
July, which gave the AFL build- 
ers virtually everything they could 
possibly ask for out of the defense 
building boom. 
Hillman, when he took office as 
a sort of Siamese twin of William 
S. Knudsen, representing indus- 
try, was hard pressed to find labor 
backing. He was under fire not 
only from the CIO, where he had 
come to a more or less open split 
with Lewis, but also from impor- 
tant sources within the AFL. 
John P. Frey, head of the Metal 
Trades Department of the AFL, is 
said to have sent out a barrage of 
propaganda calling Hillman a Bol- 
shevik and other even less flat- 
tering names. 

Hillman soon began to court 
John P. Coyne, head of the AFL 
building and construction trades 
department. The extent to which 
this developed is indicated by 
facts obtained by the writer which 
throw a revealing light on the 
whole controversy. 

Background of Dispute. 

About a year ago a firm known 
as Pre-Fabricated Housing, Inc., 
decided to expand what had been 
up to that time a more or less ex- 
perimental business. The firm has 
important backing with several 
General Motors executives on its 
board. Before proceeding, how- 
ever, the firm thought it well to 
get some sort of clearance on the 
labor situation, realizing that a 
serious conflict might develop. 

Coyne was approached and after 
a time gave tentative approval to 
an agreement under which the 
CIO would be given the opportu- 
nity to organize the plant in 
which the parts for the prefabri- 
cated houses would be made. In 
turn, the AFL would get a monop- 
oly on assembling the houses at 
the site. 

Part of the latter stipulation was 
that workers should be paid wages 
almost uivalent to what they 
would have been paid if they had 
done the full job at the site. For 
example, with pre-fabrication a 
plumber would have to make only 
two or three connections in in- 
stalling a bathroom, but he would 
be paid almost as much as though 
he had installed the fixtures under 
the old system. While this would 
greatly reduce the savings possi- 
ble under pre-fabrication, the com- 
pany finally consented. 

Not long after Coyne appeared 
to give his assent to this arrange- 
ment, he had a long conference 
with Hillman. After it he in- 
formed company representatives 
that any such agreement was out 
of the question since he did not 
feel he had to make any conces- 
sions. Those who took part in the 
negotiations believed Hillman en- 
couraged Coyne to take an ar- 
bitrary stand. 

Backs Dominant Union.

There have been jurisdictional 
troubles over several defense hous- 
ing projects where pre-fabricated 
units ‘were being used. At Cam- 
den, N. J., where housing units 
which the CIO had fabricated 
were to be erected, AFL car- 
penters walked out and other AFL 
builders followed, but the strike 
lasted only a few days. 

At Indian Head, Md., where a de- 
fense housing project involved as- 
sembling of several hundred. pre- 
fabricated units, the CIO United 
Construction Workers were given 
115 houses to assemble, the AFL 
considerably more. The AFL went 
on strike for a few days against 
working on the same site with the 
CIO, 


The CIO complains that under 
the building trades stabilization 
agreement disputes are settled by 
a board of review on which they 
are not represented. The board 
established under the agreement is 
comprised of one representative 
of the AF'L building trades depart- 
ment, one OPM representative and 
one representative of the various 
Government construction agencies.

ITH superb disdain, Adolf Hitler turned his back on the full might of the 
British Isles last June and hurled his major forces into a campaign to destroy 
the world’s second military power, that of the Union of Soviet Socialist Re- 
publics. With equal scorn, by the same token, the Fuehrer turned his back on the 
manufacturing arsenal of the United States, which President Roosevelt celebrated 
recently as ‘‘the greatest and most~efficient industrial system in history.” 
Presumably the Reich’s High Command did not march against the East with- 


Bout assuring itself there would be ample time. in which to crush the proletarian 


dictatorship of Russia before American aid to Britain could expose the German 


army to continental invasion and two-front war; and that output of Anglo- 


‘American supplies and shipping must prove too little and too late to repair 


Rassia’s losses of equipment and plant. 


In the meantime, counting on laggard 
® American production of bombardment planes, Hitler no doubt concluded that 
@from a strategic standpoint he could despise as pimpricks whatever sallies Brit- 


ain’s Royal Air Force might make over Germany and occupied Europe. 


Convinced that furious Soviet resistance 
offers a windfall of epochal proportions, if 
only it can be exploited with speed and vigor 
on a large scale, Mr. Roosevelt has conse- 
crated the resources of the United States to 
making available supplies urgently needed 
by Russia. The American member of the 
Tri-Power Conference at Moscow, W. Averell 
Harriman, joined Lord Beaverbrook in prom- 
ising to place at Russia’s disposal “‘practic- 
ally every requirement for which the Soviet 


® military and civil authorities have asked.” 


German spokesmen derided these pledges as 
“theoretical consolation.” In his radio ad- 
dress of last week, Hitler screamed sardonic 
jeers at appropriations “running into bil- 
lions.” 


Fate of Generations to Come 
May Well Hang in Balance. 


Upon the soundness of the Fuehrer’s con- 
temptuous estimate of American energy and 
resources may well depend the shape of hu- 
Man society for generations to come. With 
the natural wealth and population of Russia 
at its command, as well as those of the con- 
tinent, the New Order could defy British 
and American sea-power, and eventually out- 
build it. By attacking the Soviets, however, 
Hitler tipped into the scales against himself 
an enemy of fanatical courage, with man- 
bower greater than his own and huge equip- 
ment for mechanized war, but with inferior 
industrial capacity. It is generally agreed 
that the invasion of Russia may become his 
Battle of the Marne—but solely on condition 
that American factories and shipyards can 
Maintain the Red Army in being as a fight- 
ing engine of the first class. 


In contrast to German policy, which has 
fonsistently attempted one limited and prac- 
licable objective at a time, the American 
Government, prior to the Russian war, had 
embraced no less grandiose a program than 
that of serving as machine shop for op- 
Pressed peoples throughout the globe. It 
had undertaken to arm its own continental 
and overseas territories, defend the Western 
Hemisphere, pin down Japan against con- 
quest in Singapore and the Dutch East In- 
dies, supply China and help equip the British

The 
following are ventured as highlights of the 
situation: 

Including foreign orders of $3,674,- 
000,000 and a supplementary lend-lease 
appropriation of $5,985,000,000, the to- 
tal defense program, based chiefly on 
Congressional appropriations and con- 
tract authorizations, will soon stand in 
the neighborhood of $66,195,000,000. 
Of this perhaps $30,000,000,000 has 
been obligated by contract. The Treas- 
ury Department’s report of defense dis- 
bursements between July 1, 1940 and 
Oct. 8 of this year is $9,878,975,829. Of 
this sum the Treasury disbursed $1,317,- 
954,559 last month, indicating that 
actual outlay for defense purposes is 
rapidly increasing in volume. 

For its own protection and aid against 
aggression all over the earth, this coun- 
try will expend during the calendar year 
1941 approximately $12,624,000,000, or 
13 per cent of its estimated national in- 
come of $90,000,000,000. (Canada and 
the United Kingdom are devoting 40 
per cent of national income to war. The 
figure in Germany is 50 per cent.) For 
its world-wide crusade, the “arsenal of 
the democracies” has thus far mobilized 
10 per cent of its output of non-durable 
commodities, 20 per cent of its factory 
and mining production and 80 per cent 
of its output of durable goods. 

Last May the nation was assured by ad- 
ministration spokesmen that full-scale de- 
fense production was on the verge of coming 
into operation. By September or October 
at the latest, they promised, output of com- 
bat materials of every kind would become 
torrential. At present there is flowing a 
satisfactory stream of small arms—pistols, 
Springfield and Garand rifles, .30 caliber ma- 
chine guns and 60-mm. mortars. The same 
is true, for the moment, of light tanks and 
probably aircraft engines.

So far as could be learned when this was 
written, the Government has sent to Russia 
since June 22 three shiploads of high octane 
gasoline, one cargo of Hight arms and am- 
munition and 120 obsolescent fighting 
planes.

Despite the flourish of billions in alloca- 
tions and contracts, the President’s second 
report to Congress revealed that during the 
first six months of lend-lease operations not 
one cent of the original $7,000,000,000 ap- 
propriation was spent for tanks, other com- 
bat vehicles and ordnance tractors. Out of 
motor equipment valued at $24,401,592 
which during this period was transferred to 
foreign custody on American soil, 67 per 
cent was taken from existing Army stocks 
and paid for with previous appropriations. 
The other third apparently comprised service 
vehicles, accessories and spare parts. The 
President's next report, due Dec. 11, should 
show an emphatic betterment in this cate- 
gory.

If the hurdle of production were vaulted, 
the formidable one of transportation would 
still remain. In 1936 Congress created the 
Maritime Commission, with'a mandate to 
build a strong fleet of merchantmen, Under 
a long-range program launched in 1938, the 
commission in three years has placed in serv- 
ice 110 new ships, with an aggregate -ton- 
nage of about 800,000. Sinkings of Allied 
and neutral merchant vessels during the last 
two years have totaled 13,200,000 tons, 

In the summer of 1940 Congress appropri- 
ated $7,234,262,178 for the construction of 
a two-ocean navy. Of this emergency fleet 
not one combat vessel has been launched, 
though keels have been laid for several 
cruisers and destroyers. Excluding ships built 
under programs dating back to 1938 and 
earlier, total new accessions to the two-ocean 
fleet, already in service, consist of 18 gate 
vessels, to guard openings in harbor nets; 
and ‘“‘a considerable number” of mine sweep- 
ers, net tenders and minor craft ‘converted 
to naval use. Previous appropriations have 
enabled American seapower, since the emer- 
gency began, to commission two 35,000-ton 
battleships, one aircraft carrier, 17 subma- 
rines and 30 destroyers. 


Lack of Equipment Bars 
Expansion of U. S. Army. 


Despite an announced goal of 1,800,000 
soldiers, want of equipment and facilities

DETAILED ANALYSIS 
OF PROGRESS AND 
DELAY IN DEFENSE! 


How American Industrial 


Production, Shipbuild- 
ing and Navy and Army 
Development Are Faring 
as Shown in Official Fig- 
ures and Reports. 


Following is Mr. Stokes’ detailed analy- 
sis of available official figures on national 
defense progress and delay in industrial 
production, shipbuilding, and development 
of the Army and the Navy: 


ITH’ regard to progress under the 
W) rens-iease program, the reader may 

take his choice between records of cash 
disbursements in the Treasury Department 
and those of expenditures in the Defense 
Aid Reports Division. They are as discrep- 
ant as German and Russian war com- 
munigques. According to the Lend-Lease 
Administration, expenditures during the 
first six months totaled $388,912,115. Ac- 
cording to the Treasury, lend-lease disburse- 
ments during the same’ period were less 
than one-fourth as much, or $90,865,129. 
Even today, a month and two weeks later, 
the Treasury total is only $312,791,507. 


Some light is thrown on the puzzle by an 
obscure footnote on page 9 of the President’s 
second report. In the lend-lease sense, it 
is explained, expenditures represent not only 
cash disbursements but obligated funds to 
which claims have been established on a 
basis.of articles or services in process. Treas- 
ury figures, compiled from checks returned 
and canceled, reflect a time-lag which is 
generally believed to make them a bedrock 
index to actual deliveries. 


Different Bookkeeping Ways 
Increase Area of Discrepancies. 


Counsel is further darkened by the fact 
that the first lend-lease act, in addition to 
appropriating $7,000,000,000 authorized 
the President to transfer abroad existing 
Army and Navy stocks to a value not ex- 
ceeding $1,300,000,000. In Defense Aid 
bookkeeping, operations under both heads 
are listed as le..d-lease transactions, but al- 
locations, obligations and expenditures are 
charged only to the appropriation. 


The President laid chief emphasis on the 
fact that $6,281,237,421 had been allocated 
and $3,555,895 obligated by contract. Ac- 
tual transfers under the appropriation were 
placed at $148,584,648, of which 71 per 
cent, or $110,606,550, represented food. 
stuffs procured by the Department of Agri- 
culture. American shipments are supplying 
5 to 6 per cent of food consumed by the 
British, and have already enabled them to 
enlarge food rations. They are depending on 
the United States to supply 25 per cent of 
their food, and Secretary of Agriculture 
Wickard has announced that the British will 
need $1,000,000,000 worth of foodstuffs by 
February. To meet this requirement, the 
Government would be compelled to step up 
its agricultural shipment five-fold. It has 
sent a few consignments of farm machinery 
for putting an additional 2,000,000 acres un- 
der cultivation. 


Out of total lend-lease transfers of Army 
and Navy material amounting to $95,443,- 
676, 78 per cent, or $74,060,814, were pro- 
cured” from existing stocks, while only 22 
per cent, or $21,382,862, were purchased 
with money from the appropriation. 


No Possible Breakdown 
Into Actual War Implements. 


The report's data are inadequate for a 
further breakdewn into actual combat im- 
plements ar supplies transferred under 
lend-lease, but it may be approximated in 
terms of expenditures, with. the proviso that 
these were probably less than deliveries. The 
figure for “dramatic” or shooting material 
paid for under the seven billion dollars ap- 
propriation totals only $19,230,466.

Criticises Air Lines’ Statistics. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HEARTILY indorse your editorial, 
“Congratulations to the Air Lines.” 

May I offer to the air lines, however, a 

constructive criticism regarding their 

method of quoting statistics of air travel? 

In my opinion, this method is highly 
misleading. For example; if a plane 
catries one passenger from St. Louis to 
Chicago; approximately 300 passenger- 
miles have been flown. On the other 
hand, if a plane carries 20 passengers 
over the same distance, 6000 passenger- 
miles have been flown. The risk to hu- 
man life was probably the same in each 
of the two planes, but the statistics on 
the two are grossly different. 

Your editorial states that almost “90,. 
000,000 miles of air travel” have been 
flown safely during the last seven 
months. If business had been poor and 
there had been only half as many pas- 
sengers, the safety record would have 
been just as good, but, according to the 
air lines’ method of recording statistics, 
only 45,000,000 miles would have been 
flown, and to the general public this 


would not have seemed Jike so astound- 


ing a record. 

I should be very much interested to see 
the air lines quote the actual number of 
linear miles flown safely. These figures 
would mean something to me, and I am 
“pure they would represent a record that 
the lines could well be proud of.

In the Kearny case, the shipbuilding company, 
rather than accept the recommendation of the Na- 
tional Mediation Board; turned its plant over to the 
navy. But the incident, important enough in itself, 
is likely to have more important repercussions. In 
this connection, it is interesting and profitable to 
observe that, in the country’s last war crisis of 1917- 
18, the War Labor Board adopted a declaration of 
principles among which was one deploring any 
change in the status quo of the closed shop. It 
told employers they were not to take advantage of 
the war emergency to weaken the status of unions 
in their plants, and it told the unions they were not 
to try to strengthen their status. 

President Wilson’s War Labor Board thus wisely 
favored the freezing of the closed-shop question for 
the emergency, but President Roosevelt’s National 
Mediation Board unwisely throws the question open 
and invites more industrial strife on top of that 
the country has already experienced. And this at a 
time when every wheel should be turning in the in- 
terest of national defense! 
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STATE PATROL ON THE JOB AGAIN. 

The State Highway Patrol co-operated in the 
widespread search for two fugitives from the Algoa 
Reformatory who had seriously wounded one man by 
stabbing, had beaten another and had damaged six 
automobiles in less than a day’s time after. their 
escape. When the two were finally found, near 
Higbee, a State patrol officer and a Sheriff made the 
capture together. 

These dangerous youths might have remained at 
large much longer, to continue their career of vio- 
lence, if the Highway Patrol had not been able to 
join in the search. Under the recent hair-splitting 
opinion of the Attorney General, its officers could 
not have done so; they are legally empowered to do 
little more than direct traffic, McKittrick says. 

The episode of the Algoa youths is only one of 
many in which the patrol has co-operated in cap- 
turing criminals and preventing crime in the last 10 
years. Its fine record in that time explains why 
Gov. Donnell now is receiving many letters from 
citizens all over the State expressing the hope that 
McKittrick’s hamstringing opinion will not be put 
into practice. 
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A TALE OF RED FLANNELS. 

Some details are missing from the story of Mrs. 
Foster Heinbach of Raubs Mills, Pa., who averted 
a train wreck by dashing to the tracks and waving 
down an oncoming train. We knew she got the 
engineer’s eye by waving a pair of old-fashioned 
red flannels. We know that when it was all over, 
Mrs. Heinbach received the thanks of the train 
crew, as she blushed prettily. 

But we do not know how, in the deadly emergency 
that confronted her, she managed to get hold of 
such an ideal garment to flag a train. Did she 
seize a pair from some neighboring clothesline, 
where it had been waving indolently in the breeze, 
relaxing from its mission of warmth and comfort 
to its owner? Or, perchance, did Mrs. Heinbach, 
after gazing wildly and vainly about for something 
to avert the crash, decide to use her own red flan- 
nels for the rescue?

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A LAME AND DANGEROUS PLEA. 

Why was Federal Works Administrator Carmody 
requested by OPM to withhold from the lowest bid- 
der a contract for a defense housing project? New 
and weaker explanations appear.

They would like to bottle up the resent- 
ment and hatred rising against the German over- 
lords throughout the length and breadth of the Con- 
tinent until it can be released, at an opportune time, 
in Prague, in Belgrade, in Oslo and in Paris simul- 
taneously. 

A general uprising of this kind would, of course, 
require careful organizing and would be released 
only at a critical juncture in the war, such as a 
disastrous German military defeat or an Allied in- 
vasion of the Continent. The British want the time 
to prepare such a rebellion and hope for the chance 
to touch it off. “ 
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MRS. POST ON DUNKING, 


Among the more startling current events is this 
unexpected item: Emily Post has indorsed dunking.

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HYSTERIA AS HISTORY. 

At once one of the worst and one of the most un- 
necessary aspects of a war psychology is that it is 
prone to turn everything to its use, even the perver- 
sion of the truth.- Woodrow Wilson struggled in 
vain against this sort of thing. And now we are 
confronted by it again. 

To be specific: The professors—although not the 
best of them—are beginning to write books to prove 
that Germany has been an aggressor throughout the 
ages, that German philosophy from Martin Luther 
to Hitler has been Fascist, etc., etc. 

The next step is to forbid the teaching of one of 
the great languages of the Western world. And 
after that we begin to eat Liberty cabbage. 

Such books get to be pretty silly when they 
assert that old Ariovistus talked just like Dr. Goeb- 
bels, or when they forget that the Seven Years’ War 
was hailed in England as a triumph for Protestant- 
ism, progress and philosophy. If Fascism started 
with Luther and the secularization of the state in 
the sixteenth century, then so did most of the other 
political ideas of current coin. To identify Hegel’s 
humanism, whatever its aberrations, with Hitler's 
cruelty is just plain perversion. 

We do not have to tar the past to hate the present. 
Those who go on a diet of that kind of “hate” are 
always the losers. Sooner or later, they realize the 
need for a mental cathartic. It is hard then to get 
rid of hysteria, hard to get the mind’s wheels back 
on the track of history. 

Nobody knows better than Hitler how valuable 
this abuse of history can be. It is one of his favorite 
techniques for the enslavement of majorities and the 
persecution of minorities. Nobody knows better’ 
than his victims how dangerous it can be. So it is 
no wonder that we find a refugee like Golo Mann 
leading the protest against its use by Hitler’s foes. 
Let us heed these protests. We need not deceive 
ourselves to make a case against the Nazis,

‘Off Record’ Talk 
Sometimes Gets Out. 


Army and Navy officers fre- 
quently testify before Congres- 
sional committees in executive 
session. When the proceedings are 
published, large areas of evidence 
are deleted, with the . comment, 
“Discussion off the record.” 
Through some oversight, there 
was permitted to remain in the 
text of such a recent hearing a 
prediction by Maj. Gen. C. M. 
Wesson, Chief of Ordnance, that 
production of medium tanks 
would reach a total of 1000 by 
the end of this year. A similar 
slip in a War Department release 
permitted it to become known that 
the Radford (Va.) Ordnance 
Works, on Sept. 26, entered on ca- 
pacity production of 300,000 
pounds of smokeless powder a 
day, which was declared to be 
six times the total output in the 
United States last March. 


President Roosevelt himself, a 
few weeks ago, flung apart the 
curtains shrouding production of 
important artillery items, because 
he could not resist the temptation 
to flout one of his most eminent 
critics, Senator Harry F. Byrd. In 
correcting the Virginian, Roose- 
velt disclosed that" October out- 
put of, 37-mm. anti-tank guns 
would be 320; of 81-mm, mortars, 
more than 340; and of 90-mm.

Of present inter- 
est is the fact that one of Rus- 
sia’s requests is reported to be 
for 1500 anti-aircraft cannon—at 
once. If Britain has none to 
spare, this country is the only 
source of supply.

One-third of the planes dis- 
patched, he declares, were combat 
craft. According to Col. Jouett, 
American industry has supplied 
hundreds of planes to the British 
Isles, Africa, Singapore, the Dutch 
East Indies and China. 


| PRODUCTION ye 


If one could forget the ever- 
expanding horizon of defense 
needs and President Roosevelt's 
declaration that to become an 
arsenal of democracy the United 
States must “outbuild the ag- 
gressors in every category of 
modern arms,” then the achieve- 
ments of American industry 
since the emergency began could 
justly be described as an unpar- 
alleled phenomenon. 


The feat may be summarized 
with two figures. In May, 1940, 
the Treasury disbursed $156,838,725 
for the Army, Navy and Panama 
Canal. Expenditureg for defense 
reached a new high of $1,319,954,559 
in September, 1941. The increase 
was almost ninefold. The bulk of 
it has occurred in little more than 
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Power Assembly Line for Airacobras 


acale did tot become avail- 
, 1940, : 
With the exception of naval ship- 


yards, Government manufacturing 
arsenals and aircraft production, 


airplane fabrication had to be rev- 
olutionized, through conversion to 
assembly-line technique. The gen- 
eral formula has béeen—in Ger- 
many and England, for example— 
that two ‘and a half years are 
needed to recover from such a 
plight. There is ample evidence 
that the United States will beat 
that pattern by a_ considerable 


Treasury disbursements for de- 
fense, according to Budget Direc- 
tor Harold D. Smith, should reach 
$1,500,000,000 by January and $2,- 
000,000,000 in June or earlier, If 
national income rises to $100,000,- 
000,000 in the calendar year 1942, 
then defense disbursements will 
probably absorb 25 per cent as 
against 13 per cent in 1941. The 
present goal of $3,000,000,000 a 
month, or 331-3 per cent of na- 
tional income, may be attained, ac- 
cording to an OEM ‘estimate, in 
1943, or at the latest, early in 1944. 

Starting virtually at zero, the 
country <n little more than 12 
months has placed in operation or 
under construction no less than 
3429 war industry plants of all 
kinds, at a total cost of $3,930,000,- 
000. Some 200 additional factories 
for lend-lease production are under 
way or on order. 

September’s record production of 
1914 military planes, as against 
742 in September, 1940, is regarded 
as particularly encouraging since 
it probably embraces an enlarged 
proportion of heavy bombers, The 
heavy bombers exact 90,000 to 100,- 
000 man-hours of labor, in con- 
trast to 5,000 and up to 10,000 
man-hours for a_ single-engine 
fighter. It is predicted that out- 
put may reach 2500 in December, 
making possible a figure of more 
than 18,000 for 1941. This is still 
a far cry from the President’s ob- 
jective of 50,000 planes a year, and 
should be placed side by side with 
admitted Russian losses of 5315 
aircraft in 15 weeks of battle. But 
for the first time, it is possible, 
combined American and British 
production of planes has arrived 
abreast with German capacity. 


Planes for the Army. 

Umler Secretary of War Patter- 
son is authority for the statement 
that the Army alone is receiving 
enough planes every two days to 
equip one squadron—that is, 12 to 
15 craft. Britain reputedly has 
been taking 75 to 85 per cent of 
total American plane production, 
of which until recently, at least, 
one half consisted of trainers, 
without direct combat value. 

With Gen, Wesson’s prediction 
that 1000 medium 30-ton tanks will 
leave the assembly line by Jan. 
1, monthly output of these vehicles 
is currently estimated at 200. The 
corresponding figure for light 
tanks is said to be 300, or 500 a 
month for both. Experts: regard 
2000 tanks as the minimum re- 
quirement for a single effective 
spearhead, and-+the Russians con- 
fess to having lost 7000 of these 
vehicles since June 22, . 

The Army will need 2400 light 
and medium tanks for its current 
objective of six divisions, five of 
which have been organized, but 
not all of which have been ‘fully 
equipped. There have been large 
requisitions from Britain, particu- 
larly for use in Africa and the 
Middle East, and other requests 
from China and the forces center- 
ing about Singapore. Huge de- 
mands are expected from Russia. 
Therefore the Government has 
asked the automotive industry, 


particularly Ford and General Mo-/| 


tors, to join Chrysler in the build- 
ing of tanks. With total resources 
as planned, an output of 20,000 
tanks a year may become available. 
There are predictions, however, 
that demand wiil rise soon to 30,- 
000 or 35,000 tanks a year. 
Ammunition Production. 

Delay in production of ammuni- 
tion has until now proved one of 
the most serious obstacles to the 
Army’s training. Today output is 
just beginning, in plants frequent- 
ly put in operation somie months 
ahead of schedule. The situation 
may be illustrated with several ex- 
amples. ; 

Smokeless powder is the pro- 
pelling charge for all types of 
weapons, from .30 caliber Spring- 
field rifles to 18-inch coast defense 
guns. For its manufacture there 
are four chief projects. The Rad- 
ford Ordnance Works at Radford, 
Va., began capacity operation on 
Sept. 26, a year and 20 days after 
the first posthole was dug. It is 
turning out 300,000 pounds a day. 
THe Indiana Ordnance Works, at 
Charlestown, the output of which 
has not been revealed, recently be- 
gan full operation. Construction 
for the Alabama Ordnance Works, 
at Sylacauga, began last July 1; 
and that for the. Oklahoma Ord- 
nance Works, at Chouteau, on 
Sept. 16. F 

There are under way five Gov- 
ernment-owned plants, privately

Joliet, Ill, which occupies a 21,- 
000-acre reservation and 152 build- 
ings, and which cost $48,000,000, 
The first of its production lines 
opened Sept. 25 and two others 
were promised in the following 
three weeks. Still under construc- 
tion are plants at Sylacauga, Ala., 
Chattanooga, Tenn., and Sandusky, 
Ohio. 
Weldon Spring Plant. 

Ten months after ,engineers be- 
gan a topographic survey in St. 
Charles County, Mo., the Welddn 
Spring Ordnance Works, also a 
TNT plant, began operating the 
first of its production lines on 
Sept. 29. The project occupies a 
reservation of 17,343 acres and 300 
buildings. Its total cost will be 
$33,000,000. Completed five weeks 
ahead of schedule, the Baytown 
Ordnance Works at Baytown, 
Tex., was turned over to the army 
on Sept. 27. This $21,671,477 proj- 
ect will manufacture toluol, an 
essential ingredient of TNT and 
DNT. The contract was awarded 
less than a year ago. Hight months 
from the beginning of construc- 
tion, the Wolf Creek Ordnance 
Plant at Milan, Tenn., opened the 
first of its five shell-loading lines 
on Oct. 1. The other four are to be 
in operation by the end of the 
year. 

On Sept. 15, the Government 
was able to announce that all of 
its 10 plants for making machine 
guns had started operations. Nine, 


less than a year. The tenth is the 
Rock Island Arsenal. Four of the 
plants are General Motors subsidia- 
ries. Their capacity is declared to 
be adequate for meeting all needs 
as currently estimated. Great im- 
provements in speed of output are 
declared to have been developed 
through new machine tools for 
rifling the barrels and punching in- 
stead of drilling holes in the sleeves 
of aircraft machine guns. 


| SHIPPING 


With the launching of an inten- 
sified new submarine attack in the 
North Atlantic,, the question of 
shipping ranks fn importance. with 
lend-lease production.. By the end 
of this year, the Maritime Com- 
mission plans to have in service 
134 new ships with an aggregate 
tonnage of about 1,000,000. To this 
may be added upwards of 500,000 
tons built by private industry and 
2,000,000 tons assembled by the 
President’s order from the Amer- 
ican merchant marine and foreign- 
owned boats seized in American 
harbors. The total of such re 
placemients cannot be more than 
3,500,000 tons. Sinkings of Allied 
and neutral shipping thus far have 
averaged 6,600,000 tons a year. 

Three years ago the Maritime 
Commission announced a _ long- 
range program of 500 high-stand- 
ard ships to be completed in 10 
years at a rate of one ship a week. 
In service at present are 110 of 
these boats. Last January there 
was imposed an initial emergency 
program of 312 cargo ships—200 
for American use and 112 for the 
British under lend-lease—of a type 
which the President nicknamed 
“Ugly Ducklings,” and which the 
commission ever since has been 
trying to persuade the public to 
call “Liberty Ships.” A second 
emergency program was added in 
April, bringing the present overall 
project to a total of 1317 boats, 
with an aggregate tonnage of near- 
ly 14,000,000. The commission 
promises that all of these ships will 
be in service by the end of 1943. 
The cost is estimated at $3,110,000,- 
000. 


14 Launchings in Day. 

With nationwide clamor, the 
commission on Sept. 27 observed 
“Liberty Fleet day” by launching 
14 vessels—which was 81 less than 
95 ships sent down the ways on 
July 4, 1918, by the Shipping Board 
of the first World War. Three of 
the 14 were the first “Liberty 
Ships” to be put in the water. The 
plan is to have 20 of them in serv- 
ice by Dec. 31. Not long after, the 
commission hopes to reach its ob- 
jective of launching two merchant- 
men every day. 

Out of the 1317 ships planned, 
no less than 730 are to. be of the 
“Ugly Duckling” type. Officially 


known as EC-2, these ships are 
based on a model developed at the 


privately owned, were completed in |* 


Clyde Yards in Scotland during 
the first World War. Owing to 
priorities on Diesel motors and 
turbines given to the navy and the 
Maritime Commission's long-range 
program, they are powered with 
obsolete reciprocating eng'nes, 
which muster a speed of only 10 
knots. 


This low velocity, together with 
the type’s dimensions—length, 441 


| feet; beam, 47 feet, and depth, 37 


feet—are regarded as making the 
10,000-ton vessels ideal targets for 
sumbarines and dive bombers. The 
commission itself has promised 
that as soon as facilities are avail- 
able, more powerful modern en- 
gines will be substituted. 

The President’s own intervention 
recently led to the formation of 
an RFC subsidiary, to be known as 
Ships, Inc., for the purpose of 
building mosquito cargo boats of 
radical design. If plans work out, 
there may be swarms of these tiny 
craft, each carrying about 1000 
tons of cargo. It is hoped that 
torpedoes would pass under their 
shallow draft and bombers miss the 
target of their narrow beam and 
short length. Each is to be pro- 
pelled at high speed by 16 gasoline 
marine engines, which assembly

NAVY 


In 121 shipyards along the At- 
lantic, Pacific and Gulf coasts and 
the shores of the Great Lakes, 
375,000 workmen are driving 48 
hours a week in three-shift days 
toward the Navy’s goal of a two- 
ocean fleet of 3,500,000 tons, to cost 
in excess of $10,000,000,000. The 
purpose of this desperate labor is 
to complete the program by 1945 
instead of 1947. 

American seapower entered the 


“| emergency with 275 major com- 


batant units in service and 107 
auxiliary vessels. The number of 
the latter, according to latest fig- 
ures available, has increased 203 
to a total of 310. But as a result 
of the trade of 50 destroyers to 
Great Britain, the number of bat- 
tleships, cruisers, aircraft carriers, 
destroyers and submarines now in 
commission is three less than in 
the spring of 1940. The present 
roster is 272. 

Out of the original combat ships, 
277 were over-age under the terms 
of the 1930 London treaty. This 
status still applies to about 180 of 
the vessels in commission. 

Two New Battleships. 

In May, 1940, the Navy had 15 
battleships, from 17 to 28 years 
old, three of which were definitely 
obsolete. They ranged in tonnage 
from 26,000 to 33,400 tons, and in 
speed from 19 to 21.5 knots. Only 
three mounted 16-inch guns. Un- 
der a pre-war program springing 
from the Vinson-Trammell Act of 
1934, two modern 35,000-ton battle 
ships, North Carolina and Wash- 
ington, have been commissioned 
and by now have probably joined 
the battle line. 

Two sister ships, South Dakota 
and Massachusetts, have been 
launched. Two others of the same 
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classes have been placed since the 
beginning of 1940. Keels for 592 
have been laid, and 251 have been 
launched. Work is now proceeding, 
from drawing board to shipyard, on 
968. vessels, ranging from 65-foot 
harbor tugs to 45,000-ton battle- 
ships. 

President Roosevelt has con- 
stantly declared that defense de- 
lays are unavoidable, since arma- 
ment articles cannot be bought 
over a department store counter, 
but must be made to order: This is 
particularly true of naval contruc- 
tion. 


With speed as prime considera- 
tion and the question of cost post- 
poned, the Navy as adopted over- 
time labor as routine and produc- 
tion line methods wherever possi- 
ble. The program is to reach its 
peak next July, when 550,000 work- 
men will be employed. The task 
is being carried on in 11 Govern- 
ment and 110 private shipyards, the 
latter of which are handling a total 
of 205 contracts. This figure does 
not include small boats and lend- 
lease obligations. Secretary of the 
Navy Knox estimates that by the 
end of 1941 the Navy will have 
added to its roster 258 seagoing 
auxiliaries and 500 small vessels. 


Volunteers Man Navy. 


The Navy has made no use of the 
Selective Service, and has clung to 
its traditional policy of long-term 
enlistments. Its personnel, count- 
ing Regular Navy, Naval Reserves 
and Marine Corps, has grown from 
253,242 officers and men in May, 
1940, to 352,678. The ultimate aim 
is. 500,000 to 550,000. The Marine 
Corps has recruited 59,968 men 
against its objective of 75,000. 


The Navy’s overall program is 32 
battleships, 91 cruisers, 18 aircraft 
destroyers, 364 destroyers, 186 sub- 
marines, 15,000 planes and 17,000

In 1939 the Army War College 
published an M-day program, based 
on lessons learned in the first 
World War, for military and indus- 
trial mobilization in case of emer- 
gency or war. The latter phase 
was tossed out of the window by 
the administration. But the War 
Department followed to the letter 
the program for personnel expan- 
sion and carried it out on schedule 
without a hitch, 


At the beginning of the emergen- 
cy the American land forces, count- 
ing regular army, overseas garri- 
sons and air corps, totaled 241,000 
men, including five infantry divi- 
sions, one cavalry division, one 
mechanized brigade and six anti- 
aircraft regiments. By federaliz- 
ing the National Guard and utiliz- 
ing the Selective Service Act the 
establishment has grown to 36 di- 
visions and 1,588,500 officers and 
men. All have been fed, garbed, 
housed and trained in basic mili- 
tary lore.

Dean William E. Taylor of the 
Lincoin University School of Law, 
‘for Negroes, 4300 St. Ferdinand 
avenue, announcing yesterday the 
recent action of the American Bar 
Association in placing the institu- 
tion on its approved list of law 
schools, said he considered this 
& complete answer to the 

sion as to whether the Lincoln 
Law School provided facilities for 
a legal education substantially 
equal to those offered by the Uni- 
versity of Missouri. 

It will be recalled that the 
United States Supreme Court ruled, 
in effect, in the Gaines case in 
1988 that Lioyd Gaines, St. Louis 
Negro, who had been denied en- 
roliment in. the Missouri Univer- 
sity School of Law, either should 
be admitted there or a law school 
should be established by Lincoln 
University, which has its main 
campus in Jefferson City. The 
Lincoln University School of Law 
was opened here in September, 
1939. 

In discussing the action of the 
American Bar Association in giv- 
ing a Class A rating to the school 
at its recent convention in Indian- 
apolis, Dean Taylor pointed out 
that, three months after it was 
opened, the school was elected to 
institutional membership in the 
American Assouwation of Law Li- 
braries and that subsequently it 
was approved by the Missouri 
Board of Law Examiners, Ap- 
proval by that board made gradu- 
ates of the school eligible to take 
the Missouri bar examination. 

When the school was opened it 
had four full-time teachers, in- 
cluding Dean Taylor, and a law li- 
brary of 10,000 volumes. In its 
growth since then, four teachers 
have been added to the faculty 
and the library has been increased 
to more than 24,000 bound volumes.

Four Armored Divisions. 

The two mechanized regiments 
of May, 1940, are on the way to be- 
coming an armored army, such as 
the Germans used in crushing 
France more than a year ago and 
are now hurling against Russia. 
Four divisions are in being, a fifth 
is in process of organization and 
ground for a cantonment of the 
sixth was recently broken near 
Fort Smith, Ark. With eight divi- 
sions, the United States will have 
its first mechanized army, with 
about 96,000 men and 3200 tanks. 
The plan is to put one-fourth of 
the country’s military strength in 
the air forces and one-sixth in tank 
divisions. 

After the recent maneuvers, 
high officers admitted that the 
Army is far from ready, in equip- 
ment and training, to take the 
field against any veteran force, 
such as that of Germany and Jap- 
an. <Air-borne infantry, operating 
on a large scale, has become rout- 
ine in the war. The first American 
battalion of troops of this sort has 
just been formed at Fort Benning, 
Ga., with four companies of vol- 
unters. They will be equipped with 
rifles, machine guns, mortars, light 
field guns, motorcycles, folding bi- 
cycles and quarter-ton reconnais- 
sance trucks. 


Following tests of more than a 
year, the Ordnance Department 
has just put into production its 
first specialized weapon against 
low-flying aircraft. It is the new 
40-mm. Bofors automatic field-gun, 
which can be aimed in any direc- 
tion from straight up to five de- 
grees below horizontal, and spray 
out 120 to 140 shells a minute. The 
nose fuse is so sensitive it will ex- 
plode the charge on hitting the 
thin fabric of an airplane wing. 
The vertical range is 3280 yards, 
and the horizontal one 11,000 yards. 

176,000 in Army Air Corps. 

On June 30, 1940, the Army Air 
Corps numbered 3322 officers and 
46,000 enlisted men, The personnel 
has towered today to 16,000 offi- 
cers and 160,000 enlisted men, a 
total of 176,000. There are in op- 
eration 44 civilian and 21 military 
flying schools, in addition to 20 
specialist schools and three re- 
placement training centers. The 
Army is now graduating pilots at 
a rate of 1,000 a month. Army avia- 
tion had 3322 pilots in May, 1940, 
and 10,000 in May, 1941. The first 
classes of 380,000-a-year training 
program for military flyers are to 
open in January, 1043. 

Six months ago, War Secretary 
Stimson testified before a Cong- 
ressiona] committee that the Army 
had 4,000 planes, of which only 650 
were fit for first-line duty, and 
none of which was equipped for 
modern War. Today, one is inform- 
ed, the total number of Army 
planes has “increased consider- 
ably” and includes “numerous” 
modern craft. All combat planes 
are said to be supplied with leak- 
proof fuel aus but not all with 
pilot armo 

In the nae B-17 Flying Fortress, 
the Army believes it has developed 
the fastest long-range. high alti- 
tude bomber in the world, while

the Consolidated Bomber, with a 
longer range, is almost equally 
fast. On drawing boards and in 
construction, it is promised, there 
are craft which will make these 
“look like little brothers.” The air 
forces are equally satisfied with 
their medium bombers, B-25 and 
B-26, which are declared to have 
proved almost equal in perform- 
ance to the famous British Spit- 
fire pursuit ships. American light 
bombers have shown such speed 
and quality, it is stated, that the 
British have used some of them 
for night fighters and renamed 
them “Havocs.” 

The Lockheed P-38 interceptor, 
powered with two Allison motors, 
is held to be the fastest military 
craft in existence, with a speed of 
more than 400 miles an hour. It 
mounts cannon as well as machine 
guns, and is designed for attack in 
the highest altitudes. Air Corps 
pilots have nicknamed it “The 
Honey.” 

Two Other Pursuit Types. 

In quantity production are two 
other pursuit types, the Bell P-39 
(Airacobra”); and the Curtiss 
P-40. The P-39 mounts cannon 
and four to six machine guns. It 
is thought to be faster than the 
Spitfire, and has been flown suc- 
cessfully in altitudes above 30,000 
feet and at a temperature of 68 
below zero. The P-40, designed 
about four years ago, is already 
obsolescent, and is to be replaced 
with a modern version, P-40 E, 
armed with six .50-caliber machine 

s. A fourth pursuit type, the 
Republic P-47, is just entering pro- 
duction, It is designed to fight at 
the highest ceiling known, and will 
have a speed in excess of 400 miles 
an hour, thanks to a single 2000 
horse-power motor. 

It takes about 18 months from 
the time an airplane design is 
started until the first item comes 
off the line. The ambition of the 
War Department is to have not 
only the largest but the best air 
force on the globe. The current 
expansion program calls for 60 per 
cent of tactical planes and 40 per 
cent of trainers and transports. 

The aviation component of the 

army has been reorganized under 
the name of Army Air Forces. 
There are two branches, the Com- 
bat Command and Air Corps, the 
latter of which has charge of 
training and procurement of per- 
sonnel and material. The Combat 
Command is divided into intercep- 
tor, bombardment and support ele- 
ments. The Support Command is 
to co-operate with ground troops 
and armored forces. 
In the realm of field artillery, it 
seems likely that the army, owing 
partly to low priorities and partly. 
to lack of foresight in the Ord- 
nance Department, will have to 
depend for some time to come 
chiefly on weapons inherited from 
the first World War. The new 
105-mm howitzer, which is intend- 
ed to replace the French 75 and 
which will be needed in thousands, 
is expected to reach an output of 
220 a month next spring. A 155- 
mm. field gun, with flat trajec- 
tory, is said to be coming out now 
at a rate of two a week. The pro- 
gram is 400 of such pieces. The 
output of 37-mm, anti-tank guns, 
of which 6600 
risen since May from 12 to 320 a 
month. Still on the verge, so far 
as can be learned, is quantity pro- 
duction of 20-mm. automatic can- 
non, used for army aircraft.

Its the first year that pheasant 
shooting has been permitted in the | 
state and Woonsocket advertises 
itself as “the pheasant mecca of 
America.” According to Salland, 
officials of the state estimated 
that they had fifty-million birds. 

The season began Oct. 1 and 
runs for 50 days. Opening day 
saw 60,000 hunters after the birds. 
In fact, the state ran out of 
licenses. 


“T’'ve been hunting for a long 
time,” said Salland. “I have been 
in the North, in the West and 
other sections of the country, but 
never have I had such sport as | 
enjoyed during our stay in Woon- 
socket. Birds were so plentiful 
that it took no time to get the 
legal limit (five birds a day). 


“Pheasants are not like quail. 
They scatter like chickens. In 
fact, the natives call them ‘wild 
chickens.” No dogs are used in 
hunting the birds. They are 
driven into a central part and 
then you see as many as 300 rise 
at the same time. Then the sport 
begins. You just fire unti? your 
gun gets too hot. 

“In driving the birds into what 
is termed a ‘box,’ hunters are 
placed at different parts around a 
corn field, with several on the 
flanks. You have to watch, so 
that none of the birds escape the 
‘box.’ Of course, not all the 
pheasants rise. Some remain on 
the ground and hide. That's: the 
way you get your singles.

OMES are going American this year. We have suddenly become 

aware that all those qualities which made us a nation more than 

150 years ago are qualities of which we can be justly proud. Once 

again we are asserting national independence. The resourcefulness, the 

loyalty and sturdy honesty of our American ancestors which was reflected 

in the furniture turned out by 18th century craftsmen in this country is 

once again serving as a pattern for present day designers. They have 
looked back upon the Ameritan way and found it good. 


American 18th century furniture styles are being revived. Federal 
with its eagle and stars which represented independence from the domina- 
tion of European kings and cabinet makers, is one of the styles being 
shown. this fall. Duncan Phyfe, Chippendale, Hepplewhite and some 
Sheraton are also being revived where a type of furniture that has dignity 
and line is required. 


For more informal living Pennsylvania Dutch has returned with all 
its color and quaint charm. Flowers, hearts, stylized birds and animals, 
mottoes and “hex" signs blossom on dressers—china cabinets to us— 
chests and chairs. 


Closed European markets have thrown designers of modern furniture 
on their own resources. As a result American modern and the use of 
bleached, limed woods and wheat tones is growing in popularity. 
“Functional” furniture is no longer unbeautiful and awkward. dt has an 
elegant simplicity which places it on a par with anything that has been 
sent out of European markets. 


A new trend in modern may be seen in the sectional pieces which 
are growing in popularity. Units come in bleached mahoganys and wal- 
nuts and may be assembled and put together at the owner's discretion. 
Chests, book shelves, sofas, even dining room chairs may be put together 
to form complete units. ‘They make housefurnishing a pleasant and 


rather unique game and the resulting interiors are unusual and interesting.

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NEW LUNES SHOW 
MANY INNOVATIONS 


Twin + Dressers, _ Tilt-Back 
Chairs and Piatform Rockers 
Are New This Season. 


Those enterprising designers and 
manufacturers of modern furniture 
have placed a number of innova- 
tions on the market along with 
period designs and Victorian sur- 
prises. Grandmother’s cheval 
giass, that full-length swinging 
mirror, and her beloved platform 
rocker, are once again in the lime- 
light. The cheval glasses are set 
upon low chests and serve two 


purposes; the platform rockers are 
well controlled and unlikely to 


‘ Capsize with an unsuspecting pas- 


senger. 
The manufacturers are also abet- 
ting the individual this year. 
Chests and dressers are now be- 
ing made in twin styles. These 
dressers and chests may be used 
as separate units or as complete 
pieces. This makes it possible 
for “him” and “her” to maintain 
apple-pie order at all times, where 
personal belongings are concerned. 
For the chronic chair-tilter there 
is now an upholstered arm chair 


which needs only a slight hitch to’ 


tilt it back on rear legs, where it 
remains until set upon all fours 
again. The addition of a footstool 
makes an excellent lounge chair 
of this particular piece. 

Against the day when metals 
will be restricted, furniture manu- 
facturers have already put plastic 
knobs and handles on drawers, re- 
placing metal pulls. On the stream- 
lined chests and dressers, wood is 
being used and the handles are 
both decorative and useful. One of 
the more unusual pieces: has dis- 
pensed with handles entirely and 
uses finger slots, which are lo- 
cated under the outer edge of the 
drawer. This gives a complete 
streamlined effect to dressers and 
chests. Slots are smooth and 
there is no danger of breaking fin- 
ger nails when drawers are pulled 
hastily open. 

Bleached woods are gaining in 
popularity. Bleached mahogany 
and walnut in satiny golden shades 
are very good in the simple modern 
furniture with limed oak running 
a close second. Just as in the days 
of eighteenth century cabinetmak- 
ers, the grain of the wood is being 
used to great advantage in this 
type of furniture. 

Colors are more subtle and with 
all manner of gadgets which work 
color combinations painlessly, it is 
possible even for slender budgets 
to discover and provide homes in 
which the colors are harmonious 
and decorative, and furniture in 
simple, good taste. 


Paint Over Shellac.

SECTIONAL SOFA SHOWS NEW 
TREND IN MODERN FURNITURE 


The average householder with 
good taste and limited budget need 
no longer cast longing eyes at the 


home furnishings which he con- 
siders out of his reach. Furniture 
manufacturers today are putting 
on the market pieces which fol- 
low the best in modern and eight- 
eenth century style trends. 

Present day modern is a long 
way removed from the restless, 
tubular furniture which was 
brought out several years ago and 
which has‘served its purpose. Mod- 
ern today. shows the strong influ- 
ence of the Scandinavian coun- 
tries. It is simple, livable furni- 
ture, usually of bleached wood and 
excellent construction and goes 
well in the small home of today. 
Modern furniture is often said to 
be functional insomuch as it serves 
the purpose for which it was cre- 
ated. It is also being called upon 
to fill more than one role. ° 

One of the most interesting of 
these dual purpose pieces im the 
market today is the sectional sofa. 
As the name indicates, it is a sofa 
made up of two ends with one 
arm each, and a center section. 
The center section may be removed 
and the sofa. becomes a love-seat. 
Another center seat may be added 
and you have one of those long 
or semicircular sofas that fits so 
well into the modern decorative 
scheme. If you like, the three 
sections may be separated and used 
as side and arm chairs. 

Another sectional modern piece 
is the buffet-dresser. The addition 
of a cabinet to the end of the 
dresser makes a buffet with plenty 
of storage space in the drawers. 
Without the cabinet and a two- 
shelf glass cabinet set upon it, 
the dresser becomes a china cab- 
inet. Matching table, and chairs 
or bed and dressing table and chif- 
forobe may be had in the same 
style. 

Another innovation for the budg- 
eteer is the open stock dining room 
and bedrom set. In these sets sev- 
eral styles are offered in the larger 
pieces and it is possible to assem- 


ble the type of table, bed or dresser 
best suited to individual taste as 
well as purse.

Construction Features Should 
Be First Consideration 
—Pattern Next. 


Selecting chairs that are suitable 
and good values, particularly up- 
holstered chairs in which most of 
the inner construction is hidden, is 
an art. The best test is a simple 
one: sit in them! 

This brings up the obvious point 
that because a chair is comfortable 
it doesn’t prove that it is well 
made, but at least comfort is one 
good guide. The construction fea- 
tures can be explained by the deal- 
er, since any honest merchant will 
tell you how each chair he sells is 
made and why two chairs, which 
look alike, may vary widely in 
price. A fine upholstery cover 
won't make up for defects of shod- 
dy construction. 

Uneven Cushions. 

One danger sign to watch for is 
bumpy cushions, for they usually 
are filled with inferior materials. 
The filling may be down, hair, 
cotton or excelsior, and no mat- 
ter how perfectly the color of the 
upholstery fits into your room 
color scheme, think twice before 
you decide to ignore the “stuf- 
fings.” You don’t know how the 
springs are tied, or what kind of 
joints are used, but you can trust 
the dealer, if his reputation is 
good, to help you select one that 
fits whoever will use the chair, 
and at the same time ties in with 
your room’s style. 

When the construction features 
have been discussed, decide wheth- 
er the color is right in relation to 
the floor covering, other nearby 
chairs, the davenport, and even the 
draperies. Is it the right size, or 
wilk it overpower other pieces in 
the room? Wing chairs or barrel 
chairs are. excellent for almost all 
rooms, but if yours has several 
deep lounge chairs, make your 
new addition a dainty but sub- 
tantial pull-up chair that will be 
comfortable for reading or con- 


nuee | versation. 


Pattern Another Factor.

Living. 


The history of furniture periods 
and styles is as interesting as the 
passing of world events. From the 
first cave dweller who, in an ef- 
fort to beautify his surroundings, 
scratched crude designs, figures 
and animals on cave walls, man 
has taken great pleasure in mak- 
ing his place of abode one wf 
charm and interest. 

Furniture styles are an expres- 
sion of the times. Just as our pres- 
ent day streamlined and simplified 
furniture is an outgrowth of the 
speed and functionalism of our 
lives, so the Gothic which swept 
over Europe beginning with. the 
twelfth century was a reflection of 
the cathedral -period. The Gothic 
style with its pointed arches, its 
lacy carvings and _ illuminated 
saints was essentially ecclesiastic. 
The furnigoings of the monastery, 
the castle and the churchman’s 
palace had massive dignity which 
reminded one of choir stalls and 
lecterns. The characteristic of

Renaissance Period. 


The Renaissance period which 
followed on the heels of the Gothic 
is noted for the high attainments 
of artists of the day. Due to the 
character of the times, the furni- 
ture followed the grand manner 
of its architecture. All great art- 
ists and craftsmen were commis- 
sioned by the papacy, the nobility 
and the wealthy and most furnish- 


- 
tensively used. The Spanish Re- 
naissance, though not as impor- 
tant as the Italian, produced much 
fine furniture. The work is florid 
with intricate carvings and col- 
umns supporting a series of arches, 
A high quality of metal work was 
done and our present day floor 
lamp is an outgrowth of the tall 
massive candlestick. , 

French Renaissance, 1561 to 
1614, was also expressed in large 
buildings and lavish furnishings. 
Just as in Italy and Spain, only 


became popular. Tables with 
drawers, escrotoires, chests, cab- 
inets and commodes and tallboys 
all were fitted with drawers for 
storage use. While rare and un- 
usual woods were being introduced, 
walnut retained its popularity 
throughout the period. 


Chippendale Period. 


Thomas Chippendale was the 
first designer of furniture to have 
his name attached to a period or 
style of furniture. He is conceded

Tudor furniture marked the 
beginning of a desire for greater 
elegance, Inclosed cupboards with 
doors and drawers remained a 
rarity until the sixtcenth century. 
Chairs, too, were largely reserved 
for people of distinction, the usual 
seating pieces being built-in set- 
tles, stools and benches. Cup- 
boards, both open and closed, were 
used to display the plate of the 
household, Tables of the day were 
called trestle tables and were long 
planks resting on trestles. The 
beds were enormous carved four- 
posters curtained to keep out the 
penetrating English cold. 


Elizabethan Interiors. 

The reign of Elizabeth in Eng- 
land marked the beginning of a 
greater desire for utility and com- 
fort in furniture and furnishings. 
Both begin to take on a national 
characteristic, although still influ- 
enced by the Renaissance. 

Elizabethan interiors are among 
the most beautiful known. Plas- 
ter’ work and elaborately paneled 
walls were among the outstanding 
achievements of the period. The 
designs were a mixture of Gothic, 
Flemish and Renaissance, The fur- 
niture was made almost entirely 
of oak with an occasional piéce 
|of walnut.’ Beds were large and 
heavily draped, elaborately carved 
posts supported a canopy from 
which were hung rich tapestries.

Fifty years ago the upright pi- 
ano was a formidable object.

GOOD MATTRESS AND SPRING 
RECENT DEVELOPMENTS 


Few homemakers stop to con- 
sider that a bed is only as good 
as its mattress or that this piece 
of furniture is in use about eight 
hours in every 24. 

The comfortable mattress is of 
recent development. In the good 
old days beds had ho springs. 
Ropes laced over pegs formed the 
support for a sack filled with corn 
shucks, leaves or hay which served 
as a mattress. In the winter this 
corn shuck mattress was covered 
with a feather bed; in the summer 
a quilt or two did little to soften 
the bumps in it, 

Cotton and horsehair mattresses 
were a step in the direction of 
comfort. These were the better 
grade. Less expensive mattresses 
were filled with fiber or moss, cot- 
ton linters or cattle hair. When 
the mattress with an inner spring 
came on the markets, engineers 
took a hand in creating a mattress 
and a spring which would provide 


| the maximum comfort. 


From a simple spripg -with a 
minimum number of coils en- 


gineers evolved the box spring|) oe 


which was enclosed and contained 
from 60 to 80 coils. These were 
metal-tied to give a firmness and 
provide the proper support for the 
mattress. 

Inner spring mattresses, are now 
built to give resistance in the 
center which carries the greatest 
body weight. A heavier gauge 
steel is used in the coils at this 
point than is used near the head 
and foot of the mattress and this 
gives greater sleeping comfort. 

The most recent innovation in 
mattresses is the rubber mattress. 
Latex, which is the rubber product, 
is blown to a foam. Rubber mat- 
tresses are 85 per cent air and 15 
per cent rubber. The fact that 
they are readily laundered has 
recommended them for use in hos- 
pitals.

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GAY, COLORFUL PLACE 


Children React to Environ- 
ment— Furnishing Should 
Be Simple. 


It. has been humorously sug- 
gested that the reason there are 
so many pessimists in the world 
is because children’s rooms a gen- 
eration or so ago were so gloom- 
ily decorated. And this may not 
be wholly a joke, at that. It ties 
in very well with the teachings 
of modern psychologists that chil- 
dren react to the environmént in 
which they live, Impressions re- 
ceived in childhood from any 
source whatsoever can do much to 
make or mar a child’s mental wel- 
fare for life. Because, just at 
| present, the adult world is so dis- 

turbed by the uncertainty of the 
future, there is additional reason 
for attempting to give our chil- 
dren a normal home atmosphere. 
And a large part of this provision 
is to make his own room so hap- 
pily and cheerfully decorated as 
to discourage dark and fearsome 
thoughts, 

Before the general public came 
to acknowledge that children pos- 
sessed personalities and a right to 
develop them to the best possible 
advantage, their nurseries were 
either a bewiidering confection of 
white muslin with pink and blue 
ribbons or any decoration the 
room had happened to have— 
chosen long before the baby was 
anticipated. If the furnishings 
were ugly, dingy shades that 
couldn’t show dirt, so much the 
better. This was especially so if 
the child was a boy. 

Like Strong Colors. 

Children, as well as adults, re- 
act emotionally to color. Small 
fry have little use, as a general 
rule, for most pastels or otherwise 
subtle hues. They like their col- 
ors to be strorg, primitive ress, 
blues, greens and yellows. Even 
a baby in arms will reach for the 
gayest objects in the room. Ac- 
cordingly, pure, invigorating col- 
ors are most pleasing to a child 
in the decoration of his room. This 
does not ‘mean, however, that so 
much brilliant color should be em- 
ployed as to be nerve racking. 
Over - stimulation through color 
may be as bad in»effect as dark 
and depressing surroundings. 
Walls and ceiling should never be 
done in vivid colors. They should 
be subdued in tone, though atill 
light and cheerful, with the ac- 
cents strong and brilliant as de- 
sired. 

Furniture of a solid “blocky” 
type is best. It is less easy to tip 
over and there are fewer crevices 
in which dust may settle. When 
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buying furniture for a child’s room, 
care should- be used in selecting 
pieces that will not be soon out- 
grown by the occupant. Full sized 
pieces are more satisfactory in the 
main, with perhaps a little chair 
and table for early conveniences. 
Tables should be selected with an 
eye to promoting good posture. If 
the other accessories in the room 
must be scrimped at first, by all 
means buy the best available. mat- 
tress and spring for the bed. Care- 
fully protected, it will repay the 
initial cost. in years of service as 
well as in its priceless advantage 
to health and posture. 

One of the most charming nur- 
series designed in recent years fol- 
lowed modern lines of decoration 
and was devoid of ruffles and bows 
and saccharine colors.

Stimulate Mind. 

Care in choosing designs for nur- 
Sery decoration is imperative, A 
child is amazingly alert to extra- 
neous influences and designs that 
the imaginative or stimulating to 
the mental growth of the child are 
advisable. Characters from fairy 
tales are often used, painted in gay 
colors above the dado of the room. 
For a very young child, however, 
characters too fanciful to be quite 
understood are likely to be terri- 
fying. Even when the child ig old 
enough to know his Mother. Goose, 
his fairy tales and fables, some 
characters may appeal to the imag- 
ination in an unpleasant rather 
amusing way, leaving, through the 
laws of association, long-lingering 
effects. In the nursery, therefore, 
the characters should be simple, 
suggesting nothing. but gaiety and 
happiness. 


Choice of Mattress. 


Dealers in sleeping equipment 
have found that a person’s weight 
is often the determining factor in 
his choice of mattresses.

STORY OF MAHOGANY HOLDS 
MUCH THAT. IS OF INTEREST 


The story of mahogany, called. 
the king of woods and used 
for cabinet. work because. of its 
beauty and durability, is a strange 
one. The earliest piece of mahog- 
any fashioned into an object, is a 
rough-hewn cross preserved in the 
cathedral at Santa Domingo in the 
West Indies. The legend on the 
cross reads: “This is the first sign 
planted in the center of this field 
to mark the beginning of this mag- 
nificent temple.” The mahogany 
woodwork in the cathedral which 
was completed in 1550 is still in 
excellent condition after four cen- 
turies of exposure to tropical con- 
ditions. 

Shipbuilders used mahogany hun- 
dreds of years ago. Cortez, who 
Santa Do- 
mingan natives, ordered it for the 
ships that were to carry him on 
his future voyages of discovery. 

Spanish and pirate ships un- 
doubtedly furnished the first sup- 
plies of mahogany for the colon- 
ists, for the early history of New 
York states that “a Spanish ship 
was captured loaded with mahog- 
any, copper and canella in Octo- 
ber, 1664.” 

The earliest record of the use of 
mahogany in Europe was in 1563 
in the Escorial begun by Philip II 
of Spain. Here the wood was used 
to make a chanting desk, choir 
stalls, doors, shelves and library 
desks. Records of its use in Eng- 
land call it by the French name 
“acajou.” 

The eighteenth century was the 
splendid century for mahogany in 
America. Craftsmen like Chippen- 
dale, the Adam brothers, Hepple- 
white, Sheraton and Duncan Phyfe 
used it almost exclusively. 

Mahogany grows in the West 
Indies, in Central America, on the 
upper Amazon and in Africa on the 
Gold Coast. The natural color of 
mahogany ranges from light pink 
to golden brown. Mottle, fiddle- 
back, crotch and broken stripe are 
some of the terms used to describe 
mahogany.

characteristic. His pieces are more 
rectangular than those of earlier 
cabinetmakers and his sideboards 
are among the finest designed.

The legs were 
either square or fluted while 
drawer pulls were of the lion’s 
head and ring type. 

Beauty of grain was made an 
integral part of the decorative ef- 
fect of @ piece and whatever carv- 
ing was used was usually very pre- 
cise and took the form of scrolls, 
fans and graceful festoons. 

Louis Fifteenth. 

The elegance of the court of 
Louis XV was reflected in the 
furniture designed in the middle 
of the eighteenth century. It was 
lavishly inlaid and carved and 
use of gilt and marquetry, as well 
as veneering, was common. It re- 
sembled the English furniture of 
the same period but became in- 
creasingly florid and finally de- 
veloped into the Rococco. 

By the end of the seventeenth 
century large mirrors began to be 
imported from Venice. Enterpris- 
ing manufacturers set up establish- 
ments under government protec- 
tion at Tourlaville and later at 
Paris. These Venetian mirrors 
were greatly prized as decorative 
pieces in the eighteenth century. 
Some of- them found their way to 
the American colonies and into the 
homes of wealthy settlers.

~ The 150th anniversary both of 
the naming of the city of St. 
Charlies and the founding of St.

suite that he and Charlie were 
occupying at the Mayfair. And 
the conversation somehow got 
around to a discussion of what 
Bergen might have been if 
Charlie McCarthy hadn’t walked 
into his life some 18 years ago. 

“I think,” Bergen laughed, 
“that I would probably have 
been an electrician, probably a 
bad one. Or maybe I'd have 
been a struggling inventor. One 
of my first inventions was mix- 
ing castor oil with tallow and 
shoe blacking to make a sort of 
waterproofing for shoes so I 
wouldn’t have to wear overshoes 
when it was wet. The water- 
proofing part turned out ail 
right, but the shoes got to 
smelling so they had to be 
thrown away.” 

Next invention of Bergen was 
a peppermint still, a contraption 
to press -the juice out of pep- 
permint plants that grew in 
the Bergen backyard. 

“And.” Bergen laughed, “I’m 
still inventing. My latest is a 
gadget for airplanes. You know 
I have my own plane. I have 
175 solo hours and I’m out now 
for my license to fly by instru- 
ments. Well, one of the most 
important things in flying is 
remembering to check every- 
thing before you take off. You 
have to do a lot more checking 
before you're ready to land. I've 
invented a gadget with all the 
various things you have to do 
listed and as you do each one, 
you cover it up with a little 
slide on this gadget and as 
you land, you uncover it, Sim- 
ple, but we've already got or- 
ders for 28,000 of the things.” 

Next to flying, one of Ber- 
gen’s most consuming hobbies 
is hunting. And one of the first 
orders of business back on the 
coast will be a wild goat and

boar hunting expedition on Ca- 
talina Island. That over, Ber- 
gen will go in for some serious 
social stuff and resume his 
rhumba and tango lessons. 

“There are about 18 of us 
who hire an instructor,” he ex- 
plained. “We spend the early 
part of the evening polishing up 
on our rhumba or tango and 
then adjourn to some place that 
has an interesting orchestra 
and do our stuff in public.” 

On the business, side of life, 
Bergen’s main interest these 
days is in his new ceramics 
factory. 

“We'll be the first to make 
domestic porcelain,” he boasts, 
“and you'll soon be able to buy 
Charlie McCarthy in porcelain.” 


With a sort of fierce and fa- 
therly pride in keeping Charlie 
out of the wrong places, Ber- 
gen frowns on McCarthy figur- 
ines in ten-cent stores, on nov- 
elty counters and at carnivals. 
And he has turned down many 
a manufacturer whose product 
did not measure up to Charlie’s 
social standard. 

“We're going into our sixth 
year in radio now,” Bergen ex- 
plains, “and I think rlie’s 
popularity has lasted simply be- 
cause we haven’t overdone him. 
If we had taken all the offers 
that were made us, the public 


would have been so sick of 
Charlie McCarthy this and thats 
by this time that Charlie would 
be getting birds instead of 
laughs.” 

Charlie, instead of Bergen, 
gets all the laughs in any script 
simply because Bergen’ gives 
Charlie all the gags. As a mat- 
ter of fact, Bergen is simply a 
straight man, Charlie’s stooge, 
but it’s Bergen who gets the 
loads of treasury lettuce that 
pour in each year from radio, 
movies, name-products and 
what not. 

Of course, not all of the Ber- 
gen-McCarthy take is clear 
profit. The enterprise built 
around the little dummy has 
grown into big business and in 
employes’ salary alone, the out- 
go is a neat sum. 

Handsomer than he photo- 
graphs, Edgar Bergen has blue 
eyes and what’s left of his hair 
is brown. He is five feet eight 
inches tall and weighs 160 
pounds “on a bathroom scale 
with nothing on but a towel.” 
He is a terrific drinker—of cof- 
fee—and his chief exercise, ex- 
cept for dancing and fall hunt- 
ing trips, consists of carrying 
Charlie around in a special-built 
suitcase. 

“My main trouble with Charlie 
is keeping him from complicat- 


ing - my existence,” Bergen 
laughed. “You know on one 
program Charlie had some dif- 
ficulty with a swarm of bees. 
Well, to do the thing up right, 
I did a little bee research and 
now I’m the proprietor of three 
bee hives. Something like that 
is always popping up to com- 
plicate my possessions and re- 
sponsibilities.” 


Biggest responsibility in Ber- 
gen’s life, though, is watching 
out for Charlie’s health and 
happiness. Twice Charlie has 
had bad falls, accidents that 
made Bergen’s hair go even 
thinner. 

“In pictures we’ve had to get 
a stahd-in for Charlie,” Bergen 
explained seriously. “We just 
couldn’t let Charlie take the 
chances, so in dangerous scenes, 
we let his stunt-man and stand- 
in take the rap. Charlie may 
have cost only $35 to begin 
with, but he’s valuable now.” 

So far Bergen has spent be- 
tween two and three thousand 
dollars on projects designed to 
reproduce Charlie right down to 
his painted smile. But some- 
how the reproductions turned 
out to be just dummies and 
nothing more. 

“They just didn’t,” says Ber-

@ QUESTION: We live in an 
apartment-fiat. Our rug is bur- 
gundy and the couch blue.

Will you please 
suggest what I can use for drap- 
eries and cover on a large chair. 
Can large floral patterns be used 
or are they appropriate only in 
houses and bungalows?

Answer: By all means use some 
pattern in your room with your 
plain wall and rug. A large floral 
pattern is just as appropriate in 
an apartment as it would be in a 
house. I would suggest a chintz 
or one of the new sateens, in a 
cream background with the pat- 
‘tern in tones of burgundy and 
blue for the draperies. This same 
pattern might be used on the chair 
for it is often very attractive to 
use the drapery fabric on one 
piece of furniture in: the room. 
However, the correlated fabrics 
would be equally effective. You 
might use a floral drapery and a 
chair cover in a striped fabric to 
carry out the tones of the room.

@ QUESTION: My little girl's 
room has been papered but it has 
proved so impractical that I would 
much prefer to have a plain paint- 
ed wall. Is it possible to paint a 
wall that has had wallpaper on 
it and if so just how do you go 
about removing the paper? Also, 
does the wall have to be treated 
in any way before it is painted?

Answer: Wallpaper may be re- 
moved from walls and then the 
walls may be painted but I want 
to warn you that it is quite a job 
to remove the paper without pro- 
fessional help. However, if you are 
brave enough to tackle it here is 
the method. Soak the wallpaper 
well and then scrape it off, and 
then wash the wall carefully to 
remove all small bits of paper. If 
there are many coats of paper on 
the wall it may have to be steamed 
off, in which case you would al- 
most have to have some profes- 
sional help. After the paper has 
been removed, use a priming coat 
that is recommended to go under 
the kind of paint you are going to 
use. For wearing quality, a good 
prepared interior semi-gloss _ paint 
is most satisfactory although a 
plain flat paint will give you the 
prettiest effect.

@ QUESTION: Every fall we 
have trouble with oak leaves get- 
ting into our copper gutters and 
stopping up the leaders. It’s an 
awful job to get way up to these 
gutters and clean them out. Can 
you suggest anything we might 
do?

Answer: As far as keeping the 
leaves from clogging up the lead- 
ers, that may be very easily rem- 
edied by placing wire guards over 
all the openings to the leaders. 
However, it is necessary to re 
move the leaves from the gutter- 
ing, especially oak leaves, for they 
are very acid and copper is sub- 
ject to corroding.

@ QUESTION: I'm a young bride 
furnishing my first apartment and 
I have lots of problems but the 
one that has me completely 
stumped is how to drape my win- 
dows, The main trouble is I have 
bought modern furniture and the 
apartment is an average one with- 
out any such modern features as 
corner windows or indirect light- 
ing. The two windows in the liv- 
ing room are on adjacent walls, 
fairly close to the corner and I 
thought I might put one curtain 
on each window and the tie them 
back so that they would be more 
of a unit.

This can be achieved 
by hanging your drapery material 
on the wall between the two win- 
dows, giving the illusion that the 
windows extend clear to the cor- 
ner, Naturally, you will drape the 
outer sides of the windows to cor- 
respond and you will achieve the 
effect of one big corner window. 
If you desire, you may have a va- 
lance extending from each window 
and meeting in the corner, to pull 
the entire unit together.

Apples Are ‘in Their Glory With Coming of Autumn—Many Varieti

UMMER may have an abundance 
S of fruits—no one will contest 

that—but fall has its apples, and 
need not feel inferior because sum- 
mer’s fruits depart with summer's 
heat. The most versatile of fruits, 
good apples are equally at home in 
the hand of the hungry small boy, 
in a modest apple pie, an imposing 
roast goose, or a crisp salad. They 
are so plentiful, so inexpensive, and 
so varied in their characteristics 
that the homemaker can follow the 
proverb’s advice and serve an ap- 
ple a day all winter without re- 
peating herself often enough to 
weary of them. 


Many kinds of apples are suit- 
able for both eating raw and cook- 
ing. The most familiar of these are 
Jonathan, McIntosh, Baldwin and 
winesap. Jonathans and McIntosh 
are already in season; Baldwins 
follow in November and are in sea- 
son most of the winter; and wine- 
saps come in during January. All 
these varieties are all-purpose ap- 
ples, good for baking, pies, stewing, 
salads and eating from the hand. 


Some of the best cooking apples, 
which are not usually eaten raw, 
are the wealthy and maiden blush, 
which begin their season in August 
and are available until November 
or December; and Rhode Island 
greening and northern spy, which 
appear in October and go through 
the winter. 

A good plan is to familiarize 
yourself with all the varieties of 
apples available in your market, 
and to know how they cook and 
whether they behave as you like 
apples to behave. Some people like 
their applesauce to be smooth, oth- 
ers prefer the pieces to keep their 
shape. The method of cooking has 
something to do with, but the va- 
riety of apple has even more,

T’S a well-known fact that the 
| reason English sailors are called 

“Limeys” is because, more than 
400 years ago, some smart sea 
captain discovered that lemons, or 
limes, taken in reasonably regular 
rations, prevented the then dread- 
ed disease called scurvy. Prior to 
that discovery, seafaring men had 
faced scurvy when on long voyages 
where fresh fruit or vegetables 
could not be carried and served at 
the mess tables. One of the first 
things they did on returning to 
dry land was to sit down to a meal 
of green vegetables, and, after a 
few of these, most cases of scurvy 
responded to the treatment. 


But it wasn’t known why this 
was so until shortly after the turn 
of the twentieth century, when sci- 
entists proved conclusively that 
scurvy was caused by lack of Vita- 
man C, and went on to isolate and 
artificially produce it eight years 
ago. 

While this brief outline of the 
discovery and location of Vitamin 
C is not the story of other vita- 
mins, it is enough parallel to act 
as a guide. For science, working 
diligently and patiently, already has 
located several vitamins, and in 
almost every case, has isolated and 
artificially produced them. 


Hence we know where vitamins 
are to be found. And that’s a 
long list of foods ... mainly the 
very foods you serve at your own 
table. It includes many meats, 
fowl, fish, milk, dairy products, 
fruits and vegetables. But Vitamin 
C, for example, oecurring so richly 
in sO many green, leafy vegetables, 
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Wiuen you're using the broiler or oven for one food, tt’s good economy’ to utilize that heat for the whole meal,

Growers, processors, shippers, 
storage men, and retailers of foods 
have an important responsibility 
on their shoulders, because in their 
handling of vegetables, in particu- 
lar, is the care and protection of 
vitamins. Particularly Vitamin C. 


“Vitamin C,” says one expert, “is 
fairly well retained in fresh vege- 
tables under refrigeration, but at 
ordinary room temperatures (70 
degrees Fahrenheit) or above, this 
vitamin is rapidly lost. Snap beans, 
held over night, when it was too 
warm on a receiving floor, lost 
more than half their Vitamin C 
content, Spinach lost half its 
Vitamin C content in three days at 
approximately 70 degrees Fahren- 
heit. Swiss chard, lima beans and 
peas also must be kept cool at all 
times if the Vitamin C content is 
to be conserved.” 


From this we learn that as soon 
as vegetables are brought into the 
home, they should be immediately 
put in a cool place.

Roast Duck With Danish Stuffing 


By George Rector 


ROAST domestic duck is 
mighty good eating, especially 
when you use a Danish stuff- 
ing, the recipe for which I have 
had in my files for a long time. The 
butcher will clean and dress the 
duck, and while he’s about it tell 
him to chop off the neck. When 
you get the bird in the kitchen, 
sprinkle the inside of it with salt 
and pepper and then make way for 
this savory. Danish stuffing. It’s 
good, believe me. 
ROAST DUCK, DANISH STUFFING 
Chop fine.one small onion and 
brown it lightly in butter. Season 
with one-half teaspoon of salt and 
a light pinch of cayenne pepper; 
also add.one cup of finely chopped 
celery and leaves, one and one-half 
cups of dry bread crumbs, one cup 
of prune pulp (soak prunes over- 
night in cold water, remove pits 
and chop prunes) and one cup of 
tart apples, finely chopped. Mix 
ingredients together and moisten 
with one-half cup of melted butter. 
Now fill ghe bird with the stuffing, 
sew up opening and truss. Dredge 
lightly with flour, pepper and salt 
and place in a hot oven (475 de- 
grees F.) for 30 minutes. Then 
reduce heat to moderate and finish 
roasting, allowing 20 minutes for 
each pound. Baste every 10: min- 
utes during last half hour of roast- 
ing. Serve with apple sauce or 


sauce bi ; 
SAUCE BIGARDDE 
One pint broth, three tablespoons 
fat, three tablespoons flour, salt 


and pepper, one-fourth cup orange 
juice, finely grated rind of one 
orange. 

Pour off the fat in pan in which 
duck has been roasted. Add broth 
made from neck and giblets to 
make one pint. Return three ta- 
blespoons of fat to roasting pan, 
stir in flour until well biended. 
Add salt and pepper to taste and 
orange juice. -Cook, stirring con- 
stantly, until thickened. Strain into 
saucepan, add orange rind (make 
sure there is no white pulp on the 
rind). If desired, add a tablespoon 
of port wine just before serving. 
Orange rind may also be shredded 
instead of grated and this is done 
by peeling the orange just as thin- 
ly as you can, so there is no pulp 
on it, then shred it into pieces to 
resemble threads. Perhaps grating 
is easier. 


ACORN SQUASH EN CASSEROLE 


Wash squash, cut in halves 
crosswise and remove seeds. Trim 
end and arrange in ~ casserole. 
Cover hollowed centers with soft- 
ened butter, using about one table- 
spoon of butter to each half of 
squash. Sprinkle one teaspoon of 
brown sugar into each half and 
cover bottom of casserole with hot 
water. Cover and bake in moder- 
ate oven until tendér or about one 
hour. Sprinkle with a little salt 
before serving.

There have been quite a few re- 

quests for cream pie, so here is the 


standard recipe with variations, 
CREAM PIE 

One whole egg, three eggs, sepa- 
rated; one-half cup sugar, three 
tablespoons cornstarch, one pint 
milk, scalded; one teaspoon vanil- 
la, six tablespoons sugar, one 
baked pie shell (9-inch plate). 

Beat whole egg and three egg 
yolks together until light and lem- 
on colored. Mix the cornstarch 
and sugar together and add it to 
the beaten eggs. Pour scalded 
milk over the egg and sugar mix- 
ture and mix well. Cook until 
thick in top part of double boiler, 
stirring constantly. Remove from 
heat and when cool add vanilla. 
Pour into baked pie shell. Have 
ready the three egg whites which 
have been stiffly beaten with the 
six tablespoons of sugar.

AM in a terribly distressed state 
| of mind. My husband has 

worked for a certain firm for 
a number of years and was in line 
for a promotion which would in- 
volve much more | responsibility, 
and of course, more pay. When he 
failed to get it and some other 
man was put in over his head I 
was furious, and he was angry and 
discouraged, and flew out at me. 
He says it's my fault he didn’t get 
it. How can it be my fault? I 
don't do his work—that’s up to 
him. And I tell him it's probably 
his own bad disposition that ruined 
his chances. I know he is often 
very crabby to the people around 
him. But he still insists if I were 
different he’d have landed the job 
and we'd be on easy street. Now 
I am beginning to believe it is my 
fault, he’s said it so often. Please 
tell me if he could be right, and 
if so how, and what I can do. Or 
is it too late? NO PROMOTION. 


Of course your husband may pos- 
sibly be the weak type who blames 
all his failures on someone else. 
On the other hand, there may be 
a great deal of truth in what he 
has to say. You don’t go to the 
office with him, it is true, nor do 
you do his work, but you are the 
one who sends him off to that 
work each day, and are more or 
less responsible for the mood he’s 
in when he arrivés. Trouble at 
home causes more emotional up- 
sets, more instability in business 
than any other single factor. A 
man must have peace of mind and 
be able to concentrate on his work, 
without the nagging, complaining 
words of his wife constantly din- 
ning themselves in his ears. 

The management does not worry 
so much about the home environ- 
ment of a beginner upon whom no 
real responsibility rests, but among 
the higher ups -they look for a 
man who is calm and stable, whose 
home life is congenial, and whose 
wife is a real helpmate and cap- 
able of helping him go places. It 


is just possible that your husband . 


had one office outburst too many, 
showed himself incapable of tak- 
ing hold once too often—it may 
even be that you yourself were 
looked over personally and weighed 
and found waiting.

Start your husband 
for work each merning in a happy 
frame of mind. Don’t give him a 
few hundred odd household er- 
rands to run during noon hour.

"Yank in the R. A. FE’ at the Fox, 
Filled With Latest Kind of Thrills.

= may be tired of that other war in the movies, but you should 

see how we eat up this one! Nothing is plainer, as regards 

“A Yank in the R. A. F.,” at the Fox Theater, than that his- 
tory comes fresh from the mill every day, that movies are still a 
fine entertainment and that when Hollywood sets up some miracle 
like this, we get that old cinema excitement all over again. 

For “A Yank in the R. A. F.” is the coming to life of something 
you read about. Only in sketchy bits have we witnessed any of the 
business of ferrying bombers across the Atlantic or fighting air 
battles in Europe. “A Yank in the R. A. F.” takes a comprehensive 
view of the whole thing. Much of the material is authentic, filmed 
right on the spot. The rest is faking par excellence. 

Action begins in which we now reminiscently refer to as “the 
early days of the war,” when neutrality was more carefully observed 
(and actually believed in by some), when American planes were 
flown to the border of Canada and what Canada did with them was 
her own business. Tyrone Power, a transport pilot, starts out deliv- 
ering aircraft to Canada, then joins the ocean detail and,, because 
Betty Grable is dancing in a London night -club, signs with the 
Royal Air Force. : 

His first assignment, after training, is to drop leaflets on Ber- 
lin. Remember that stage of the war? Then, when the Lowlands 
are invaded, he gets to do some real bombing and, with others, 
blasts the railroad. yards at Dortmund. A forced landing on a 
Netherlands beach and a thrilling escape from German soldiers 
provide a sequence so breath-taking and perilous, and with such a 
Similar background, that it suggests some of the better moments of 
“Foreign Correspondent.” 

The climax comes in that calamitéus evacuation of Dunkerque, 
with our Tyrone, in a Spitfire, doing his part and more. The chaos 
depicted, with the air full of planes and the Channel full of sol- 
diers, is hellish to a degree that no “artist’s conception” has ever 
surpassed. 

No old 1918 stuff, with pilots peppering each other from the 
cockpit. These Spitfires, which look like nothing so much as winged 
machine-gun clips themselves, blaze from the wings. And blaze! 
Air battles these days are soon over, one way or the other. No 
games running into extra innings in this war. 


Priority for Power, 
In Grable's Affections 


ECESSARILY, “A Yank in the R. A. F.” has much boy-and- 
New stuff. Too much, maybe. Everybody knows that Tyrone 

is a faithless wretch and that, in spite of all, Betty can’t resist 
the louse. Everybody knows those nice, well-mannered English chaps 
don’t have a chance and that Betty won’t marry into a title and 
some old pile of rocks. So why hash and re-hash the matter? But 
these minor failings will be cheerfully overlooked in the shining, spick- 
and-span action of “A Yank in the R. A. F.” 

Power merits more and more respect as an actor with each 
picture he makes in 1941, Miss Grable nobly represents American 
young womanhood, Reginald Gardiner has a very sly and amusing 
role as a would-be suitor and Hollywood Britishers fill in at all im- 
portant posts. 

A narrator's voice is heard now and then, summarizing a situa- 
tion, and “A Yank in the R. A. F.” is generally a very modern 
movie, with all the gadgets. Henry King takes credit for a big 
and important directing job, Darryl F. Zanuck for production and 
story idea, as well as some work on the screenplay.

For “Anne of England,” an _his- 
torical drama by Mary Cass Can- 
field and Ethel Borden, taken 
from the Norman Ginsbury play,

six years ago, is an imponderably 
dull piece of business which not 
even the brilliant acting of Flora 
Robson as the first Duchéss of 
Mariborough, Jessica Tandy as 
Mrs. Abigail Masham and Barbara 
Everest as Queen Anne saves from 


By now even the casual news- 
paper reader must know that the 
most illustrious ancestor of Prime 
Minister — Churchill was 
the first Duke 6f Marlborough, 
born plain John Churchill in a 
family of country squires; and 
there is hardly need to consult 
the history books to remember 
that he was one of the ablest 
soldiers in all of England’s history 
and that, with the assistance of 
Prince Eugene of Savoy, he de- 
feated the French at the battle of 
Blenheim, a little village in Ba- 
varia, in 1704, and won other im- 
portant victories. 

It may also be assumed—at least 
Mr. Miller took it for granted— 
that most literate persons are 
aware that the Duke’s wife, born 
Sarah Jennings, was the intimate 
through childhood and maturity 
of Anne, daughter of King James, 
who came to the throne after 
William and Mary. 
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O much for the history notes. 

The play itself concerns the 

feud between the Duchess and 
her poor relation, Abigail, whom 
she had installed in Kensington 
Palade and who eventually re- 
placed her in the affections of 
the Queen. 

The importance of the Duchess 
historically lay in her strong- 
headed qualities, her loyalty to 
England and her husband-and the 
fight she waged against his ene- 
mies at the court while he was 
away on the Continent, fighting 
those. bigger battles to the glory 
of his country and the pleasure of 
the vacillating and plainly in- 
competent Queen. 

A diligent searcher for parallels 
between the plight of England to- 
day and critical periods in the 
past can usually be assured of 
success in half a dozen periods, 
and the authors of this drama and 
Mr. Miller have chosen to find 
one in the perilous days when the 
French threatened to dominate 
the continent. 

What were merely the dirty in- 
trigues of a foolish Queen’s court 
and the natural greed, self-seeking 
and corruption of the people close 
to her are dressed up for modern 
times.

the Cleveland Orchestra; New 
York will hear the work in Novem- 
ber, when Dr: Artur Rodzinski, 
Cleveland conductor, appears there 
as guest with the Philharmonic 
Orchestra. 

The original symphonic ' score— 
Kern’s first and dedicated to Dr.

A SUMMARY OF THE ANTI- 
freeze 


E. I. du Pont de Neumours & Co.
